Be 
low a certain distance from the sur- 
face the water is opaque. 

“The chief danger in rising to the 
surface is in striking some vessel or 
object on the surface. In rising 
once, I lifted a launch with pas- 
sengers out of the water on my 
superstructure. I heard screams and 
felt the scraping of the launch keel. 
I submerged at once, and the launch 
slipped off into the water none the 
worse for the experience. 


Warnings by Microphone. 
oT HE microphone invented by 


Fessenden, which is a 

sort of undersea _tele- 
phone, used on submarines, gives 
complete warning of any movements 
of steam vessels on the surface. The 
chief danger to submarines is the 
sailing vessel, which cannot be heard 
by the microphone.

HEN these lines are printed, the Deutsch- 

W land may be sitting on her haunches—if 
a submarine can sit—on the gentle slope 

of the American coast, waiting for a foggy or 
murky night to dash across for home. 
In the skipper’s cabin of the Neckar, over coffee 
and mild Hamburg cigars, I said to Capt. Koenig: 
“The chances are 75 to 1 that you won't be 
caught.”’ 
“No,” replied the little man, “you mean a hun- 
dred to one.” 
And this merry, undersized chap, with twinkling 
eyes, lay back in his chair and mused to him- 
self: 
“The English are fair enough—it is easy to be 
fair when you have the power—but they will never 
get the Deutschland—the ocean is too big.” 
I have never tried to burglarize the Bank of En- 
gland or interview an opera diva; but these would 
be easy jobs compared with trying to get some 
facts from this modest but jaded little sailor man 
from Bremen. In the trirst place, he does not: like 
the press. 
Capt. Koenig is dead sore—he is sore about the 
lies the papers have printed about him—sore about 
the Jules Verne nonsense which has filled their 
columhs. 
“And now, I have got so,” he says, ‘“‘that I don’t 
give them the real truth, but the kind of gush they 
want. Do all American newspapers print lies? In 
Germany they would do it only once.” 
Among my German friends, I am considered in- 
sultingly pro-British and among my ally acquaint- 
ances, miserably pro-German. It is hard to part 
your hair in the middle after spending a couple 
of hours with the captain. Here is a chap who 
beasts not at all and claims that he and his men 
have done nothing, and he bears his honors with- 
out chestiness. 
“You might be sick of this publicity,” I re- 
minded him, “but, remember, captain, you are 
the first subsea skipper in the world. You are like 
the Siamese twins or the Missing Link until they 
get several of you.”

But to be the 
captain of a submariné you must know the gear— 
you must know the margin of safety—you must be 
a thorough technical mechanic. | 

“When the Deutschland was given to me to com- 
mand, I took numberless trial trips in and out- 
side Kiel Bay until I got to know her every inch— 
until I was thoroughly familiar with what she 
could do,” he explained modestly. 

“And it is foolish to believe that any of my men 
tuve come from the German naval submarine serv- 
ice. They have all had their training in the Diesel 
shops of the Germaniawerf in Kiel, where the 
Krupps are making Diesel engines. The crew oc- 
cupies the same relative position as the civilian 
experts in an American submarine factory who 
continuously run the trials of these boats until 
they are turned over to our navy.” 

Now—what does the Deutschland mean—what is 
there behind the building of the largest submarine 
in the world for purely cargo purposes? The ugly 
nose of the Deutschland has put a great punch into 
international law, and, with the arrival of the sub- 
marine, a successful blockade ceased to exist. It 
would be perfectly foolish to state that the 
Deutschland has smashed the British blockade so 
far. One Deutschland—even two—are just expert- 
ments. But, as the Germans can produce almost 
as big a tonnage in the ship building line as any 
other nation, it will mean that, with 300 Deutsch- 
lands running, the old-fashioned blockade would 
assimilate a bad jolt. Even the pro-British must 
admit this. 

And old Capt. Koenig grinned when he visual- 
ized a couple of dozen Deutschlands running on 
schedule time. Carrying 750 tons of rubber and 
nickel, as the Deutschland does on her return 
trip, will be but a drop in the bucket of the present 
German demands. Say what you like, the creation 
of the Deutschland shows /magination and spunk. 
It is not a great, new mechanical achievement, but 
the natural result of technics pushed on by the 
stress of necessity of war. And the first officer of

Her existence is the result of the tremendously 
high development of the Diesel engine in Ger- 
many, where the steamless mode of propulsion 
has advanced further than in any other country. 

A submarine officer of the American navy stated 
that we could not equal the feat of the Deutsch- 
land. The art of oil engine construction is not as 
fully developed here as in Germany. We brag 
and puff and claim that we are the best—and our 
ship builders and steel manufacturers work for 
tonnage and not the individual piece. With us the 
Government has thrown the burden of experimen- 
tation on the private builder, while in Germany 
the Krupps have expended millions of marks, 
aided by governmental subsidies. The fact that 
the Deutschland never missed a stroke while run- 
ning on the surface during her transatlantic voy- 
age is the logical result of the high standard of 


German steel making.

and the crew of the Deutschland are getting 

fancy wages. One American paper reported 
that their pay was equivalent to that of a Major 
in the German army. On the contrary, the crew is 
paid in accordance with the ordinary Nord 
Deutscher Lloyd wage scale and the engineers are 
getting the pay of skilled mechanics. Koenig in- 
sists that each one is there for the love of it and 
not for fancy wages. He says that undoubtedly 
some sort of gratuity will be given them upon 
their return to Germany, but that is all. 

Now, a submarine has few comforts. During 
the trip over there was very little washing—very 
little shaving, and few took off their clothes. It 
4s the same yarn for all submarines during war. 
Catch your 40 winks when you can and stretch 
out on your bunk when you can, always in your 
oily boots and dirty leather jacket—for any mo- 
ment the signal “Tausch station!” (Stand by to 
dive) may sound and all hands must be on the 
job instantly.

It was because of a bad fog that 
Koenig descended in the channel, not wishing to 
risk coming up alongside some British vessel. 

While making sketches of putting the cargo 
aboard, I noted how the negro stevedores loaded 
the ship by storing the crude rubber in the out- 
side, nonwater-tight compartment, in the rubber’s 
natural shape, and the bags of nickel in the inside 
hull itself.

NEW AUSTRALIAN TRADE ROUTE. 

Thomas J. Ryan, Premier of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, arrived in this country with a suggestion 
that a direct line of steamships be established 
between San Francisco or one of the other ports 
on our Pacific coast and Brisbane, the capital of 
his province. 

He points out that Brisbane is one day nearer 
to the United States than Sydney and still nearer 
than Melbourne. Queensland imports cereals and 
many manufactured products of the sort made in 
this country and exports hides and other raw 
materials of which we are in need. 

To take advantage of just such little-considered 
trade routes as this was strongly urged on Amer- 
ican vessel interests when the effect of the war on 
the shipping of our maritime rivals first began 
to be perceived. As it became evident that pri- 
vate interests would not take advantage of their 
opportunity, action on Government initiative was 
strongly pressed, but was rendered impossible by 
ship subsidy obstructionists. What appears to he 
the final stage of the war finds our merchant mna~- 
rine somewhat increased owing to a liberalized 
law governing the transfer of the flag, but al- 
most nothing done in the way of establishing new 
lines on a permanent basis for continuance after 
peace comes. 

Though the purchase bill has been radically al- 
tered, it has by no mens been deprived of all 
helpfulness. That under its authority effective as- 
sistance could be rendered in establishing this line 
to Brisbane and other similar lines is an indica- 
tion of the value of its remaining provisions, re- 
stricted as they are in scope, 
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It is now up to the British to emmesh the 
Deutschland. The rule of the main is at stake.

It is to 
be feared that the priority on some of these 
planks consisted only of the few days or hours by 
which the Prohibition convention preceded the 
conventions of other parties which may have de- 
clared for them. 
A claim to being the original inventor of social 
justice might also have been advanced with gome 
prospects of success. The enfeebled Bull Moose is 
in no condition to resist the Camel. 
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The Tariff Commission may take a notion not 
to encourage imports from countries that place a 
high tariff on American goods. Hogging by any 
country should be discouraged. 
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FRENCH VIEW OF AMERIOA. 
The Paris Temps analyzes the political situation 
in the United States with a view to the war con- 
dition in Burope. It says: 

We cannot, of course, understand how any- 

body in the world can have one sole thought 
beyond our cataclysm. Yet across the water 
America pursues her way as though nothing 
were happening. Happy land! This day-ter- 
ror and nightmare that besets us has left the 
American pofitician serene. We had hoped-that 
at least there would be some enthusiastic out- 
buret at the Chicago convention: and we had 
hoped, let us admit it, that sympathy across 
the ocean would crystallize in a standing vote 
for Mr. Roosevelt, who had so openly é¢s- 
poused our cause. But not one word, not one 
Vreath disturbed the political machine, which 
went its way along the paths of peace as 
though nothing had happened, nething were 
happening. 
The paper surmises that Mr. Wilson is sincere 
in hie friendship for all the European nations, and 
that he does not exclude even the meanest of the 
allies. It adds: : 

After all, we trave no right to quarrel, if Mr. 
Wilson sees America first and always and last; 
and tries to keep her out of trouble; though. 
of course we would have felt more comfort- 
able with an outspoken friend at the head of 
the greatest nation on earth. Mr. Hughes is 
a man of quiet judicial ways; and his German- 
ophile propensities are, no doubdt,, overrated.

Roosevelt and Dr. Hexamer are terrible foes of 
each other, but both purr with delight under the 
hand of the Republican candidate. 


Parting the Moose Raiment | 


New York Times: Apparently there is to be a 
rump Progressive party, after all. There would 
not be, probably, if it were not for the peculiar 
position in which the Southern men find them- 
selves. In the North the leading Progressives are 
either following Roosevelt into the Republican 
camp or going over with Heney and Colby to the 
Democracy, and thus repeating the usual history 
of third parties. The Southern Progressives, how- 
ever, have no such choice; they are out on a limb, 
and to give up the Progressive organization is to 
saw the limb off. Led by John M. Parker of Lou- 
isiana they quit the Democratic party in 1912 be- 
cause they saw at last the long-sought opportunity 
to create below the line an opposition party for 
white men, which would not be cursed with the 
opprobrius name “Republican,” and so rescue the 
South from the drawback of having only one party. 
It is a real drawback; it is worse, it is a fetter, 
a handcuff, and checks the South’s progress in a 
hundred ways. 

That dazzling dream has faded, and the men 
who dreamed it have wakened in a chilly dawn. 
They burned their bridges behind them, cut them- 
selves loose from the original white man’s party, 
and now find themselves deprived of their new al- 
ternative white man’s party. They can’t become 
Republicans; to go back to the Democracy is not 
a choice, as in the North, but a surrender. So Mr. 
Parker, who is the vice presidential nominee of 
the party, is calling on his Louisianians to con- 
tinue the organization and to “demand the resig- 
nation of those indorsing other parties.” He is 
to preside, it is said, at the New York meeting of 
the “loyal’’—that is, the marooned—Progressives, 
and will there insist on the preservation of the 
party. “It is believed here,” says New Orleans, 
“that Parker will be the Progressive nominee for 
President.”

ls Starvation Staring Germany in the Face? 


ECONOMIC PRESSURE IN GERMANY 

Pittsburg Leader: What is the truth about 
the economic situation in Germany? How 
can it be determined from the conflicting reports? 
Perhaps it cannot be until the war is over. Two 
presumably impartial witnesses recently arriving 
in this country have made directly contrary state- 
ments on the subject. The “plucky and adven- 
tury” skipper of the Deutschland, who presumably 
is not impartial, gives a roseate view of condi- 
tions. He is not only sure that Germany is going 
to win the war, but also confident that her sup- 
plies of food, present and prospective, will avert 
any real suffering from a shortage of food. If 
he is right, then, of course, the protests from Ber- 
lin against the blockade as a wicked attempt to 
starve the German people cannot be taken very 
seriously. Yet it would be nothing less than a 
miracle were a nation cut off from communica- 
tion by sea, except for such successful blockade 
running as the Deutschland has achieved, and 
ringed around on land by a narrowing circle of 
foes, not to feel the pinch acutely. This view is 
supported by the analysis of the situation by a 
resident of Rotterdam, who is vouched for by a 
correspondent of the New York World as speaking 
“with a complete and up-to-date knowledge.” His 
opinion is that an economic collapse is near, what- 
ever the result of the war. 

This is rather amazing after all that has been 
said of the ability of Germany to “live on herself” 
for an indefinite period, and of the scientific skill 
with which every possibility has been utilized. 
There are, however, as the “neutral trader” points 
out, four different classes to be considered as re- 
gards food conditions: First, the producers of 
food, who are bound to feed themselves anyway, 
and who are some 20,000,00 in number; second 
the 15,000,000 soldiers and officials—a favored 
class; third, thé 56,000,000 odd rich people, “who 
can buy food in any country, so long as it is 
there,” and, fourth, the industrial workers not in 
Government employ, the shopkeepers and all the 
rest of the population, amounting to 25,000,000. 
These are they who in this emergency bear the 
brunt of the burden, whatever it is. There is no 
little support for this view from various utterances 
from German sources, especially Socialistic. Nor 
are the stories of food riots in Munich and else- 
where without a grim significance. If the German 
people, as a whole, are once convinced that they 
are losing, not winning, the war; that their tre- 
mendous sacrifices are in vain, then indeed the 
economic pressure might compel the Government 
to accept any terms of peace that it could get. 


TESTIMONY FROM GERMANY. 

Frankfurter Zeitung: Many people have 
hailed the successful trip of the Deutsch- 
land as a final solution of the food 
problem staring us in the face. They do not 
reflect on the probability of the ultimate capture 
of the daring undersea boat, nor of the need of 
at least 200 of such boats plying regularly be- 
tween German and American ports, a scheme too 
wild to speak about. England probably had her 
own secret reasons for allowing her to pass the 
watching ships. While the Deutschland’s achieve- 
ment proves beyond a doubt-the feasibility of such 
a trade, the hopes built on it seem to us chimer- 
ical. 

Our war lords are dete#f{ined to bore a hole 
into the world with gun and shot—they care noth- 
ing for the food problem. It is our duty to sup- 
port the war lords until the people will by force 
relieve us of it by their superior will. 


GROWING SIGNS OF DISTRESS. 

, New York Evening Post: If the allies were 
gaining no ground anywhere, they would still have 
every reason for encouragement as to their pros- 
pects. For on all sides there are signs of distress 


in Germany. Today it is the extraordinary pro- 
posal of the Frankfurter Zeitung that there be a 
truce, so that half the German armies may vote 
on the question whether things are going to their 
liking. Yesterday it was the announcement of 
the 50 meetings to be staged by the German Na- 
tional Peace Committee for the purpose of “mak- 
ing clear’ Germany’s aims in the peace to come. 
Every day brings news of greater economic strin- 
gency. The censor is permitting dispatches to 
leave Germany stating frankly that the German 
soldier is now underfed as compared to his adver- 
saries. In the home press itself the debating of 
peace terms goes on unceasingly, one of the latest 
suggestions being that a new tariff wall against 
the present enemies be used as one of the German 
cards at the peace conference, All of this discus- 
sion of peace and this unrest are bound steadily to 
increase in Germany, particularly in the light of 
such news as comes this morning of the falling 
back of Gen. von Linsingen’s army in Galicia 
to defensive positions behind the Lipa—some 40 
miles in the rear of the line the Germans held 
when the Russian drive began. 


Another Betrayal 


New York World: The new owners of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co. need to be disciplined. 
They are guilty of conduct unbecoming to any- 
body associated with Old Guard politics or to those 
who mingle in the best society of Wall street. 

As majority owner of the Pacific Mail, the 
Southern Pacific_Railroad sold at a handsome 
profit five big ships employed in the transpacific 
service and then sold all of its stock in the steam- 
s*ip company. This was done on the ground that 
the La Follette seamen’s law would not permit the 
operation of an American-Orient line except at 
heavy losses. 

There was left a situation which rejoiced the 
new school of calamity howlers exceedingly. The 
Pacific was bare of American ships. It had be- 
come a Japanese lake. We had fallen under trib- 
ute to the Mikado for even a look-in on the Far 
East, and the Wilson administration was, of 
course, to blame; and Old Guard and old Ship 
Subsidy and the best society of Wall street pro- 
ceeded at once to capitalize the situation for. po- 
litical effect this year, if never after. 

They have now been betrayed. The new Pa- 
cific Mail has bought four fine ships and an- 
nounces a purpose to put them into the trans- 
pacific service in spite of this ruining seamen’s 
law. It will at least test the conditions for a 
profit before selling these ships at a high price on 
a figurative loss. 

This is the second great betrayal of this cam- 
paign. But as it chiefly hits the betrayers in the 
other great betrayal, it resembles rather an act 
of poetic if not social justice. 


A New Weapon 
Against Zeppelins 


Indianapolis Star: A story of a wonderful 
invention has come out of France which may or 
may not be true. 

It will be recalled in that connection that reports 
were sent out some time ago explaining how an 
Italian inventor had perfected a wireless method 
of exploding munitions of an enemy miles away.

Is the British Blacklist Folly? 


TACTLESS AND UNNECESSARY ACT 
New York Times: Quite the most tactless, fool- 
ish and unnecessary act of the British Government 
during the war, unless our observation has been 
much at fault, is the drawing up of a blacklist of 
some four-score business firms and individuals in 
this country, with whom British subjects, under 
the British trading with the enemy act, are for- 
bidden to trade. The names upon the list are 
mostly @erman names, the firms and corporations 
appear to be under the management of persons of 
German birth or descent. Many of these business 
men now blacklisted by the British Government, 
however, are American citizens. The first thing 
to be said is that Americans do not derive their 
right to trade from consent of the British Govern- 
ment. That is the most serious aspect of the mat- 
ter, for there are good reasons to suppose that the 
blacklisting process really in a large measure de- 
prives these firms and individuals of the right to 
trade, not with Germany alone, but elsewhere. It 
is argued that British steamship companies ‘will 
refuse to carry merchandise for concerns thus put 
under the ban, and that even neutral shipping lines 
may decline their trade, fearing to incur British 
displeasure, to the injury of their general com- 
merce. 

The blacklist is in accord neither with reason 
nor with law. This doctrine was laid down by our 
Supreme Court more than a hundred years ago: 

“A Spanish subject who comes to the United 
States in time of peace to carry on trade, and re- 
mains here engaged in trade after the war has 
been begun\between Spain and Great Britain, is to 
be deemed an American merchant, by the law of 
domicile, although by the law of Spain the trade 
in which he was engaged could be carried on only 
by a Spanish subject; his neutral character de- 
pending, not on the kind of trade in which he was 
engaged, but on his domicile.” 

That doctrine stands squarely opposed to the 
blacklisting even of German subjects who are en- 
gaged in trade in the United States. Of course, 
the blacklisting of American firms and individuals 
by Great Britain is an act quite beyond the pale 
of law, and it is one of which our Government is 
bound to take notice. 

It is a rule of politics that the strictly super- 


fluous should be avoided. That rule applies with 
double force to this blacklist decree, for, while it 
is obviously superfluous, it is also irritating, and 
we know of no reason why Great Britain should 
want to stir up irritation in this quarter at the 
present moment. She is engaged in the greatest 
national undertaking of her history, and it may 
be supposed that in her Government's preoccupa- 
tion with affairs of the gravest weight and mo- 
ment minor decisions are taken with hasty and 
insufficient consideration. That may account for 
this blacklist. We should suppose that upon due 
representation on the part of our Government it 
would be withdrawn. 


HURTS US MORE THAN GERMANY. 

New York World: Great Britain’s blacklist of 
American business houses with which its subjects 
are forbidden to trade is a blow that will be felt 
more severely in the United States than fn Ger- 
many. Blacklisting of this kind is commercially 
contagions \and spreads far beyond the persons 
first seamed If British subjects cannot trade 
with these Americans or British ships carry their 
goods, we shall hear presently, no doubt, that 
Americans and American ships thus involved have 
been deprived of their rights in British dominions 
and harbors. 


The present blacklist applies to individuals and 
corporations. In 1806-7 Great Britain and France 
blacklisted the United States, each attempting to 
force it into war as an ally. The British order in 
council at that time prohibited American com- 
merce with any port in Europe from which Great 
Britain had been excluded. Napoleon's retaliatory 
decree declared a lawful prize any ship that set 
sail for or from Great Britain or any of her colo-_ 
nies. It was those denials of its sovereignty that 
led the United States into embargoes and nontiiter- 
course acts and at length to war. 

A great change has come over the cumaeann 
commercial situation since that day, and retéfa- 
tion, which was then costly and ineffective, may 
now be resorted to, if necessary, with crushing 
force. Whatever the motive may be, those who 
levy commercial war against the United States 
should be met on their own ground and with ‘the 
seme weapons. oi

Enrollments of Men From 19 to 
45 Years Old Being Received 
at the Department. « 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—En- 
rollment of civilians for the cruise on 
United States warships is proceeding 
with indications that the experiment is 


full quota of two thousand citizen sail- 
ors, ranging from 19 to 4 years, will 
ready to carry their dunnage aboard 
piactice fleet Aug. 15. 

The enrollment shows men of all 
trades and professions, many prominent 
ard wealthy, who are enthusiastic over 
this new plan of naval preparedness, As- 
e:stant Secretary Roosevelt, of the Navy 
Department, expects to spend at least 
some of the month as one of the citizen 
blue jackets, 

Rear Admiral J. M. Helm, who ig at 
present in charge of the Naval Militia 
Cruise, will be commander in chief of 
the civilian cruise also, and will use the 
same warships. 

The vessels, and the ports from which 
they will sail, are: the Virginia, from 
Portland, Me.; the Kearsage, from Bos- 
ton, Maass.; the [ilinois, from Newport, 
R. 1.; the Kentucky and Maine, from 
New York City; the Khode Island and 
Alabama, from Philadelphia; the Louis- 
jana, from Norfolk, Va.; and the New 
Jersey from Charleston, S. C. 


Cruise Ends Sept. 12. 

The cruise will end ~ept. 12 and dur- 
ine its last week will be held . mobiliza- 
tion and training cruise of yachts and 
motor boats... From Aug. 15 until Aug. 
2, the citizen sailors will be proceeding 
t the training rendezvous at Tangier 
Scund, in Chesapeake Bay, the gunnery 
practice ground of the Atlantic fleet. 
Target practice will be held by the 
training fleet from Aug. 27 to Sept. 6. 

The object of the cruise is officially 
described hy Secretary Daniels as fol- 
lows: 

‘‘For training voiunteers to afford to 
civilians an opportunity to gain, by close 
ccntact with naval life and naval duties, 
scme experience and understanding 
which will help them to perceive the 
way they may best fit themselves for 
service in the navy in time of need.’’ 

At the end of the cruise each volun- 
teer will receive a certificate from Rear 
A¢miral Helm specifying the duties he 
performed, efficiency displayed and the 
naval rating he is best qualified to fill. 
Volunteers also will announce their in- 
tention whether they will volunteer for 
naval service in case of war within the 
next four years. 


Each volunteer is depositing but $30 
for the month’s cruisq the navy sup- 
plying uniforms and other naval’ cloth- 
irg. The volunteers will have s tan- 
tially the same training as midshipmen 


.frem the Naval Academy during their 


training periods. They will sleep in 
hammocks; canvas bags will be their 
substitutes for the chiffoniers at home; 
}they will help clean ship, polish brass- 
work, assist in the engine room and 
generally go through the rigorous duties 
oft any Jack Tar. 


Plenty of Recreation. 

Mixed with the work, however, will 
be much recreation and instruction. 
When conditions permit, the men will 
be allowed to go swimming twice dally, 
and hold rowing and sailing races, and 


{intership baseball games. Lectures and 


rrivate instruction will be given dally 
by navy officers, in addition to the prac- 
tical experience afforded. 

From daybreak unt!l 9 p. m. a reg- 
ular program of duties awaits the civil- 
lans, with almost every minute filled. 
Before breakfast two and a half hours’ 
work will be the daily program of the 
citizen- -gallors. 

During the cruise they will be drilled 
and instructed fn the three and five 
inch guns of the ships, in signaling 
boating of all kinds, fire control, tor- 
pedo defense, quartermaster’s duties, 
marine and electrical machinery, inolud- 
ing radio work. 

Emergency drills, such as fire quar- 
ters, collision, “man overboard” and 
general quarters are also scheduled. The 
volunteers assigned to engineering duty J 
will work in two-hour shifts from 8 a. 
m to 8 p. m. All volunteers will be 
relieved from assignments to attend al! 
Grills and lectures. 

From Sept. 5 to 18 the fleet will be 
Progeeding to and at ports of embarka- 
tion, participating in exercises with the 
mobilized yachts and motor boats in 
problems of defense of naval districts. 

In co-operation with the cruising fleet, 
several hundred yachts and motor boats 
will hold maneuvers at Norfolk, New 
York, Phfladelphia, Newport, Boston 
and Portland, Me. They will, after or- 
ganizing, get instruction in scouting, 
patrolling, signaling, maneuvering by 
signals, piloting and charting. The ob- 
ject of the week's work will be to or- 
ganize, in a general way, the yachts 
and motor boats of the naval districts, 
and to give owners an idea of what 
would be required of them in time of 
war.

singing “God Gave the King,” floated 
in and on this deep wave broke the 
chimes of Big Ben. As the first 
stroke of the hour boomed out a rus- 
tle of movement swept across the 
room. The war telegram, “Commence 
hostilities,” was flashed te ships and 
establishments under ‘the white en- 
sign all over the world. 

Aye, commence hostilities et once 
against Germany; urge them; perse- 
vere in them; concentrate upon them; 
repent not of them; pursue them to 
the very end. 

Certainly Great Britain’s entry into 
the war was workranlike. Con- 
fronted by the greatest military Pow- 
er in the world and by a navy second 
only to her own, she acted with in- 
stant decision. Her great fleet dis- 
appeared into the mists at one end of 
the island; her small army hurried 
out of the country at the other. 

By these extraordinary strokes she 
might well have appeared to the un- 
instructed eye to divest herself of her 
defenses, to lay herself open to the 
greatest perils. Long stretches of her 
Eastern coasts, guarded only by un- 
ostentatious flotillas and comparatively 
untrained territorials, seemed almost 
to invite attack. Yet both these acts 
had been carefully conceived in time 
of peace, and both were in harmony 
with the highest strategic truth, 

The “contemptible little army” reached 
the battlefield in time to play what 
might be judged a decisive part in the 
first and most critical of sll trials of 
strength. The “grand fleet’—for this 
name, go honored by our ancestors, Was 
ta be revived on the outbreak of war— 
from its northern throne has ruled the 
seas ever since with a completeness of 
control which even Trafalgar had not 
secured. ‘ 

In Command of the Sea, 

It may well be that history furnishes 
no more remarkable example of deter- 
mined adhesion by civil government 
to sound principles of war as embodied 
in carefully considered plans without re- 
gard to obvious risks and objections. 
Had all our action been on this level 
how many months of danger, how many 
lives and what treasure might not have 
been saved. 

From the first hour of war it was 
evident that command of the sea and 
all that followed from it rested with 
Britain. Everywhere German merchant 
vegsels scurried to port. HWverywhere 
their cruisers hid themselves. LEvery- 
where their commerce raiders were 
blocked in neutral or enemy harbors. 

But at any moment England’s naval] 
strength might be challenged—and at 
any moment when surely the earliest 
moment Was probable—and even pending 
battle, the seas were full of dangers 
about which no experience existed as 
a guide or measure. At any moment— 
and if at any moment, then surely 
while it might delay the departure of 
an expeditionary force—a raid or descent 
might be attempted upon our coasts. 
Nevertheless, the army must go. The 
I'rench-African army also must cross 
seas not yet cleared. Never mind—the 
bulk would get there. 

And then, from all over the world, 
the great amphibian must draw her 
children, her resources and her food. 
Ten thousand keels were carrying on 
trade and transportation, sailing boldly 
over every gea, hundreds homeward 
bound and hundreds outward beund 
each day, on 1 per cent war insurance. 

The Australian and. Canadian armies, 
the Indian divigione for France, the 
territorial divisions for India, regular 
divisions, spread garrisons about the 
world, and a dozen minor enterprises 
claimed transport and armed convoy, 
For the enemy‘s cruisers were still at 
large and hidden. 

Saved the Day for -Allies. 

Reinforcement and supplies for the 
army in France flowed in an ever widen- 
ing stream, in spite of the enemy sub- 
marine, growing more daring and more 
skilful every day. Then, as the allied 
armies recoiled on Paris, land communi- 
cations by Havre were threatened. 

“Shift the base to St. Naizare.” It 
was shifted accordingly. “‘Get ready to 
shift further south still.” It was got 
ready accordingly. ‘Better news—vie- 
tory on the Marne—the tide hae turned 

shift it back to Mavre.”” Again it was 
shifted accordingly. 

Meanwhile there was not a moment's 
interruption to the men and suppliies 
pouring out or the wounded pouring 
back. And all the time Britain must 
pen the second greatest naval Power 
in its fortified harbors, guard the island 
from all attack or be ready to fight the 
supreme sea battle of all history at 
four hours’ notice. She must keep on 
being ready for years. - 


The great amphibian, going ashore, 
must transform a large part of her 
body. Armies of mililons must be raised 
—one, two, three, four millions, or more, 
She never thought of that before, either 
—not even at the time she thought of 
armies. 

Never mind. Let us become the 
world's armorer and arsenal. Transform 
industries, call out men, call in women. 
Pity to have overlooked it before. Half 
a pear has been lost-—or was it a year 
—or was it more. But her faithful serv 
ants on the sea still execute punctil- 
lously the tasks confided to them. Mis. 
takes cen be put right, delays can be 
retrieved, needless euffering can be 
avoided, loss can be endured. All sac- 
rifices, even those that seem to have 
been in vain, can be made fruitful. 

Siowly but surely the whele foree of 
the nation and empire and all its de- 
pendencies will be organized for war 
by land and sea; not one scrap will be 
wilfully neglected. The effort ultimate- 
ly will reach the potential maximum, 
both in volume and in quality—uniess 
the war for any reasen comes sooner 
to an end.

Recruiting a battalion of engineers for 
the National Guard of Missouri began 
Friday morning, when a recruiting sta- 
tion was opened at 308 North Eighth 
street in charge of Col. John A. Laird, 
formerly captain of the Third Missouri 
Engineers in the Spanish-American 
War. More than twenty men were ac- 
cepted in the first two days’ recruit- 
ing. 

The organization of these new units 
of the national guard comes as a result 
of an order issued two weeks ago by 
Secretary of War Baker to the effect 
that each military division of the na- 
tional guard raise one regiment of en- 
gineers. Adjutant-General O‘Meara was 
in St. Louis last week and after a con- 
ference with Col. Laird the work of 
raising two companies in St. Louis was 
planned. 

Sergt. B. F. Thomas, in charge of the 
recruiting office, said that two of the 
Missouri companies are to be recruited 
here and the third in Kansas City, but 
that if St. Louis had three companies 
before Kansas City raised one, the bat- 
talion would be given to St. Louis. 

Entrance to the ranks of the battalion 
is enen to any man who can pass the 
physical examination. Desirable appli- 
cants are tradesmen, such as bricklay- 
ers, carpenters, plumbers, linemen, 
steam fitters, masons,, electrical work- 
ers, mechanics of all sorts and construc- 
tion foremen. One need not be an ex- 
pert workman. 

The minimum complement for a com- 
pany is 65 men and three officers. The 
maximum is 135 men and three officers. 
As fast as the companies are recruited 
they will be sent to the mobilization 
camp at Nevada, where they will be 
equipped. They later will be sent to 
the border. 

The work of the engineers is the 
most diversified and practical in the 
army. It has to do with the sanitation 
and water supply of camps. In the 
event of actual war, the engineers 
would be called on to do scout duty, sur- 
veying and mapping. They are the trail 
blazers of the army, reconnoitering 
and building bridges and roads. In an 
invasion they would take over the utili- 
ties of captured towns.

The Germans also will build hundreds 
of large submarines, armed with 380

Re- 
alize| what this means. Germany is 
self-supporting. BDngland not. 

Can you yourself imagine the hor- 
rible effect of each British cargo 
steamer being picked off, one after 
the other? Three hundred German 
submarines with a personnel of 7500 
men getting their training in 560 
“subs” are possible and probable. Re- 
member, there is nothing to hinder 
each German shipyard from building 
20 submarines every six months, or 
even every four months, as alike as 
two peas. All being exact duplicates, 
it is easy to train the personnel. On 
the very fellows in our own navy, 
who see in this submarine a future 
weapon of naval warfare on us, the 
performance of the Deutschland has 
made a deep impression. Those high- 
er up refuse to be exoited, and say 
the Deutschland means little. Have 
they realized the fact that if Ger- 
many can send a peaceful cargo-car- 
rying submarine to the United States 
she can duplicate the feats with na- 
val submarines in time of war?

bold enough to awake and inform the 
Sirdar, who, therefore, received the wel- 
come news in the morning. 

So successful was all this preparation 
jand organization directed by the Sirdar, 
that when the new railway had reached 
Abu Hamed, and that place had been 
captured after 4 stiff fight by Col. 
Hunter, an immediate advance was 
made, and Berber, which is about a hun- 
dred miles farther up the river, fell 
without a blow. 

The Dervishes were strangely inac- 
tive. If the Emir Mahmoud, who had 
10,000 men at Metammeh, which is about 
a hundred miles up-river from Berber, 
had moved, the Sirdar would have had 
a far more difficult task. That place 
was shelled, chiefly by way of recon- 
naissance, by the gunboats under Com- 
mander Keppel, afterwards Vice Ad- 
miral Sir Colin Keppel. The irrepres- 
sible Osman Digna, who had appeared 
again on force in the Eastern Sudan, 
also retired into obscurity, having quar- 
reled with Mahmoud. Progress was 
@hade with the railway, which very 
quickly advanced to Abu Hamed and on 


to Berber. 


‘‘Dum-Dums”’ for Dervishes. 


The great danger was of a frenzied 
Dervish rush, which it might be diffi- 
cult to stop with existing means. There- 
fore, “dum-dum” bullets were served 
out for the lLee-Metfords, while the 
“dumb-dumb” methods applied by the 
Sirdar against the press correspondents 
‘were to some extent withdrawn, con- 
cerning which one critic said that the 
General in the field, who restricts the 
press too much, like Caesar, he prefers 
“to write his own commentaries.”’ 

It was on April 8 that the battle of 
the Atbara was fought. The enemy was 
not to be caught in the open, as the 
Sirdar had hoped. He was fortified 
in a zeriba formed of cut mimosa 
bushes, backed with strong palisades, 
and behind an encircling trench, with 
earthworks, cross-trenches and shelters. 
But 24 guns were brought to bear, the 
palisades were blown away, and a 
rocket battery set the Dervish shelter 
in furious conflagration. Only a few 
Baggara horsemen appeared, and were 
swept away with maxims. After the po- 
gition had been pounded for an hour and 
a half with shell, the advance began, 
the Sirdar watching the development 
of his plans from an advantageous post 
900 yards away. 

The pipes of the Highlander, the 
buries of the other British regiments, 
and the bands of the Egyptian battalions 
playing inspiriting tunes gave a fine 
military spirit to the long life which ad. 
vanced with fixed bayonets. Gen. Gat- 
acre and his ald-de-camp were the first 
men to reach the Dervish outer de- 


fenses. The Camerons were to have 


driven a way through for the other bat- 
talions to rush into the midst of the 
enemy, but this was impossible, and 
the Camerons ied, followed by other 
regiments. Then the hand-to-hand 
fighting began. The Dervishes in the 
trenches neither asked no received quar- 
ter. They were armedwith Remingtons, 
Martinis, fowling-pieces and elephant 
guns. The Egyptians, who were on the 
right, lost heavily, and the British had 
five officers and 21 men killed, and 99 
officers and men wounded. The Der- 
vishes were soon utterly routed. They 
had fought bravely, but their tire was 
ineffective, and the mounted men were 
with Osman Digna and not present. It was 
a fine fight and a striking success, but 
the Dervishes were hopelessly out- 
Glassed by the well-trained forces op- 
posed to them, who were amply pro- 
vided with efficient guns and rifles. 
The Emir Mahmoud, slightly wound- 
ed, was captured, and brought before 
the Sirdar, where the following col- 
loquy is recorded to have taken place: 
The Sirdar: ‘“‘Why have you come into 
my country to burn and kill?’ 
Mahmoud: “As a soldier I obey the 
Khalifa’s orders, as you must. the 
Khedive’s.”’ 
The Emir also declared that he was 
not a woman to run away’! 


“If I had Failed.” 


The battle of ‘the Atbara was the 
penultimate blow at the power of Khal- 
{fa Mustapha. Kitchener, more than a 
soldier, a dipldmatist and searcher of 
the spiréts of men, who had himself dis- 
guised, speaking Arabio like a native, 
walked among the Dervishes in the 
bazar, had prepared all well. Re- 
sourceful and strong-willed, knowing 
what he wanted, and resolved to secure 
it, he would not budge an inch until 
he saw whither he was going, and, like 
an old Roman, he had built the roads 
his men should traverse, and so, step 
by step, he was advancing towards 
Khartoum. He had able Lieutenants 
who did the fighting—Hunter, Gatacre, 
Broadwood, Maxwell, Wauchope, Lyt- 
telton, and many more. There were risks 
to be run, but upon the success ef this 
campaign the future of Dgypt hung. 
Think of this—it was after the Atbera— 
as ® witness recorded, there was wrung 
from Kitchener the exclamation, “My 
God, if I had failed.” 

But where there is a seldier who 
spares neither himself ner those under 
him, and who carries on the administra- 
tion of any army as Kitchener did, 
there is small likelihood of failure. It 
was in May that preparations for the 
advance on Khartoum began. At Fort 
Atbara three months’ provisions for %,- 
000 men were stored, and at Abadich an 
arsenal and repair shops were estab- 
lished for the flotillas. A second Brit- 
‘ish brigade was prepared for embarka- 
tion, and Gatacre took command of the 
division thus congtituted. The total 

was 700 British and 13,900

In- 
tense heat and violent storms, with ter- 
rific downpours, marked the stages of 
the advance, of which El Hajir, Wady 
Abid, Suruab and Egeiga were the 
stages, the last-named place being only 
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‘ 
vip at about 1 p. m. on Sept. 1, 


and when the cavalry rode out to Jobel 
Surgham slopes, the whole army of the 
Khalifa, some 50,000 strong, was discov- 
ered, formed in five divisions, advanc- 
ing to the attack, 


But this advance soon stopped, and 
the Dervishes. were seen to be prepar- 
ing their their bivouacs and campfires. 
It was bad generalship, for if they had 
come on in force, before the Sirdar’s 
troops could deploy, the situation would 
have become difficult for the latter.

force; and orders were confused. This 
may be ascribed to Kitchener's desper- 
ate eagerness to attack, and to his lim- 
ited tactical experience. His ambiguous 
status in the field complicated the dif- 
ficuity. The assault was abandoned, 
and Cronje soon afterwards surrendered. 
subsequently Kitchener was charged 
with the duty of repairing the railway 
ahd the bridges over the Orange River. 

The plans whereby Bloemfontein was 
occupied and Ladysmith and Kimberley 
relieved were Lord Roberts’ own. So, 
too, after a six weeks’ interval, there 
was the rapid advance by which Jo- 
hannesburg and Pretoria were occupied, 
the issue of the campaign being thus 
decided, though another leap was re- 
quired which carried Roberts to Ko- 

-matipoort. Then Lord Roberts, in De- 
cember, 1900, returned to England, and 
Lord Kitchener assumed the command. 
During the previous months 
been actively employed, and was con- 
cerned in Lord Methuen’s pursuit of 
De Wet, who once came very near to 
capturing Kitchener himself. 

In February and March, 191, Lord 
Kitchener made efforts to conclude the 
campaign by negotiation, but President 
Kruger by cable counseled protracted 
resistance, and President Steyn adopt- | 
ed the same line, looking for some out- 
side intervention. Kitchener then, with 
the utmost.energy, set about a series 
of vigorous operations by which the 
country was to be swept from end to 
end, large numbers of mounted men be- 
ing required, but before they arrived 
Kitchener had delivered some shrewd 
blows at the enemy. The block house 
plan and the scheme of gathering the 
civil population into camps were his. 
He created a great organization, and 
the columns of Gorringe, Crabbe, Hen- 
niker, Scobell, Doran, Kavanagh, Alex- 
ander and others carried out his plans. 

It ts dnnecessary to describe the op- 
erations which brought the war to a 
close. They were prolonged and check- 
cored, but brought about the ultimate 
sticcess of British arms and the settle- 
ment of South Africa. For his serv- 
ices Lord Kitchener was promoted to 
be Lieut and General, 
was given a viscounty, and received the 
thanks of Parliament and a grant of 
£50,000 ($250,000). For great strategy the 
campaigns had offered no opportuni- 
ties, and the occasions for generalship 
in command were few, but Kitchener 
had again proved himself a wonderful 
organizer and administrator in the mili- 
tary spheré, and he possessed the su- 
preme merit of clearly recognizing the 
end, combined with a precise and de- 
tailed knowledge of the means by which 
it could be attained.

Such, in a very brief compass, is the 
history of the Somme operation to date. 
As it stands, the French and British 
have cut through a good deal of the 
German second line trenches, more of 
the first, but have made no material 
progress against the third. They are 
standing before them, they have en- 
tered them in places, notably north of 
Bazentin, but have had to retire. 

Big Drives Contrasted. 

Now, to compare the present with 
past drives, it may be said that the 
French have advanced about as far in 
their present operations as the Germans 
have penetrated toward Verdun. One 
operation took two weeks, the other 
four months, but the penetration has 
been on a much narrower front. The 
French and British. have respectively 
advanced about twice as far as they 
did in their September fighting in 
Champag and Artois. 

Something less than 25,000 prisoners 
have been taken, which is less than 
the French alone captured in Cham- 
pagne, but the British have taken more 
than they took at Loos. The French 
report their losses to have been sur- 
prisingly slight; the British concede 
they have lost very heavily. The Brit- 


ish assert that the German losses 
were also great. Perhaps 250,000 men 
have been put out in this operation so 
far, with the British loss above half, 
the French small and the German not 
less than 75,000, and all losses may be 
much heavier. 

If the operation should stop now it 
would have accomplished nothing of 
any real importance; It would be an 
allied defeat and a very considerable 
defeat, more considerable morally than 
the defeat in Champagne last fall, which 
had some semblance of a victory—a 
false semblance, for the French failed 
to do what they set out to do. The 
allied success so far is unimportant, 
save as it may be the foundation for a 
real success later. 

But there is no suggestion that the 
operation has been ended; neither Ber- 
lin nor London reports suggest this. 
The Artois-Champagne operation was 
over in a week; in the third week of the 
Picardy fighting everyone recognizes 
that it is to go on indefinitely. And 
everyone recognizes that it resembles 
the Verdun, not the Champagne, strug- 
gle; it is an effort to wear through, 
not to crash through; it is a wearing, 
not a driving, attack. 

So much for what has been .accom- 
plished; what may we expect if the thing 
continues? The Britfsh now have ad- 
vanced around four miles; if they can 
advance five more, going north, they 
will have Bapaume, the Germans will 
have to come back out of the whole 
Bapaume salient and this will mean 
abandoning their whole line from the 
Somme to Arras, east of the Arras- 
Bapaume-Peronne highway. Not less 
than 30 miles of line will be surren- 
dered. 

If the Germans have prepared a new 
line behind this salient, from Aras to 
Bapaume, then the Allies will have to 
begin all over again. If it is as strong

it‘ their position in Noyon will be dif- 
ficult and they made decide to come 


the Olse to Chauny from Noyon. 

Again we shall have to wait and see 
whether the Germans have already 
prepared for this emergency. If they 
heave, the French will get only some 
ruined villages and several hundred 
miles of war-ravaged country. They 
will not take any cities of real im- 
portance, or cut any failroad or high- 
way lines that will compel the Ger- 
mans to do anything but silghtly con- 
tract and considerably reorganize their 
front. 

The new line which they can occupy 
will not be materially weaker than the 
old, nor will it be greatly nearer the 
frontier. Their position in Northern 
France will still be secure, and the 
main prizes which they took in the 
western warfare barely two years ago 
will remain to them. We have not yet 
to deal with any prospective change on 
a large scale, and even if Bapaume 
and Peronne fall and Roye, Chaulnes 
and even Noyon are evacuated, no big 
thing will happen. 

Let us assume now that the British 
get Bapaume and the French able to 
turn the Germans out of Chaulnes, 
Roye, and even Noyon. What then? 
Some 20 miles east of Bapaume and 
southeast of Arras, at tke intersection 
of roads ‘from these two towns, is 
the considerable city of Cambrai, one 
of the great railroad centers of this re- 
gion. 

Cambrai is the real objective of the 
British. If they can get it then the 
whole German position south of the 
city—and this. means the whole Ger- 
man position west of the Oise—will be 
in very grave peril. In all human prob- 
ability the fall of Cambrai would mean 
the retirement of the Germans from all 
of France from the Argonne to Picardy, 
south of a line drawn from Vouxiers to 
Lillie. 

Less than 20 miles eat of the French, 
as they look down upon Peronne, is 
the city of St. Quentin, one of the hig 
industrial cities of Northern France. 
This is the real French objective, if 
the French are to share in the main 
operation. If the British get Cambrai 
the Germans will probably have to 
quit St. Quentin, while the French cap- 
ture of St. Quentin might not imperil 
Cambrai, but tt would mean that the 
Germans would have to leave all of 
France to the south and east as far 
as the Argonne, evacuating La Vere, 
Laon and Champagne south of Rethel. 

If the British get Cambrai, and are 
able to get a little further east, less 
than a dozen miles, then they will cut 
all the main lines of communication 
of the Germang west of the Argonne, 
and the Germans will have no choice 
but to retire behind the Belgian fron- 
tier from. Lille to the Meuse. France 
will be liberated, save for some Lor- 
raine districts. 


Here is the whole sequence of proba- 
bility er possibility, as one chooses to 
view it. The British have got halfway 
to Bapaume and are still advancing; 
they will soon have the town under ef- 
fective fire; they will take it in three 
weeks if they can keep on, as they 
have gone. The French need only to 
make two or three miles to get the Ger- 
mans out of the Chaulnes-Roye sector. 
When all this is done there will only 
be a real beginning. 

Once Bapaume is taken the British 
must advance upon Cambrai. Unless 
they are able to do it the Germans will 
have successfully checked the attack. 
The British at Bapaume will have twice 
as far to go as they had when they 
started from Albert for Bapaume. There 
are on natural obstacles, rivers or 
mountains; the country is mainiy flac. 

If the British get Cambrai before 
snow flies they will accomplish all that 
they can hope for. It well mean some- 
thing like half a million casualties, if 
it turns out to be a battle of trenches. 
But the British have the men to pay 
the price; the French have not and the 
Germans have not. 

Two things must always be recognized 
as possible. It is always within the 
realm of possibility that the allies wil: 
break through the German lines, If they 
do, then we shall have a wide swing- 
ing operation, the old-fashioned tam- 
paigning, in which the greatly superior 
numbers of the allies will tell heavily 
and the Germans will be crowded back 
until they are able to turn the thing 
into trench war again. 

The whole allied operation ts rather 
like a flood beating on a dike and 
wearing in a breach. If the flood ever 
gets through it will spread rapidly. The 
Germans have not been able to stop 
the wearing as yet, but they oan build 
new dikes behind the threatened point. 
and they are doing it. 

On the other hand, the attack may 
be definitely checked at any moment; 
it may be beaten down by & more pow- 
erful counter-attack; it may wear itself 
out against the third German iine, 
which ft is just approaching; it may 
slow down here as the Verdun attack 
slowed down after the first two weeka. 
If it does, France will not be delivered 
this year. 

Meantime, it is well to remember that 
the casualty lists are really of more 
significance than the gains in ground, 
Germany is endeavoring with one hand 
to hold back Russia and with the other 
to stay France and Britain. Austria is 
visibly weakening, which means new 
drafts upon the man power and muni- 
tion resources of Germany, for Austria 
is losing many ome and much ammu- 
nition. 

Can Germany 4 the cost in men 
for two or three months, even if she 
can for this time hold the western 
line? Will she be forced to retire 
from lines still unbroken because 
they are too long to be held by her 
diminished forces? These are the real 
questions that are now being raised. 
We are only at the beginning of a 
great struggle. Nothing of very great 
importance has yet happened, noth- 
ing that sheds any light upon the 
future. We do see what the allies 
are atriking for; we do sea that they 
are making some progress, the 
French in the beginning, the British 
now, after nearly thfee weeks. 

Berlin does not underestimate the 
danger. The appeal to the German 
people to have confidence in the army 
is one of the most significant hap- 
penings of the whole war. We have 
come to @ very great crisis, but we 
have only just come te it. We are in 
something like the same position of 
1864 in the Civil War. Then Grant 
started at the Rapidan on what he 
believed was a march to Richmond. 
He did not get to Richmond that 


year, and the “butcher's” bill was 


back behind the Somme and move up/ as 


‘fall due for the British. 
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staggering. A similar bill will new 


The western offensive: has, in fact, 
yet offered nothing’ comparable 
with the Russian. If the British and 
French had made half as great an 
advance as their Eastern ally, the 
Germans would have to quit France. 
If they had killed and captured half 
as many of the foe it would be a 
tremendous thing. 

But Galicia and Volhynia are far 
away, and London and Paris are nat- 
urally more interested in their owgp 
fronts. We hear 10 words about the 
Anglo-French drive for one about the 
Russian, and it is the Russian that 
has really counted so far. 

I shall discuss this Russian cam- 
paign in some detail next week, but 
I desire now to emphasize its greater 
meaning and value. The Russians 
have made far more than a begin- 
ning: the French and British have 
barely started. The latest newr from 
the East testifies to the continuing 
vitality of the Russian push north 
and south. fo far the great drive has 
been a Russian achievement, and 


there is no immediate promise of 
western successes for the allies 
which will match the Russian suc. 
cess already won.

$75,000 STOLEN FROM N. Y. BANK 
WHICH WILL NOT PROSECUTE 


Former Employe Seeks to Make Res- 
titution of Money Taken Dur- 
ing Many Years. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—It became 
known today that a recent investiga- 
tion had revealed the embezzlement of 
about $75,000 by a trusted employe of the 
Coal and Iron National Bann» of this 

city. 

The employe is said to have been em- 
ployed by the bark for many years.

More Than $36,000,000 Already 
Taken From Measure That Is 
Now Before the Senate. 


SOME PROTEST IS MADE 


Upper House Approves of All 
" the Recommendations of the 
Committee Despite Argument. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Millions of 
dollars in “appropriations provided in 
the army Dill in anticipation of a Mexi- 
can campaign were voted out of the 
measure today in the Senate on recom- 
mendations of the Military Committee 
and Chairman Chamberlan’s declara- 
tion that there seemed little likelihood 
ot a conflict and that te possibility 


of the national guard crossing the bor- 
der seemed remote. 

More than $36,000,000 provided for 
foreign service pay maintenance, trans- 
portation and other expenses for an 
army afield on campaign were lopped 
off the $300,000,000 bill, and it was said 
that more reductions might be made 
as consideration of the measure pro- 
gressed. 

Protests Are Made. 

The reductions were not made with- 
out protest. Senator Lee of Maryland, 
told the Senate that danger of a con- 
flict with Mexico was not passed, that 
it was unwise to reduce preparations 
for one thing, and that it was deplor- 
able to intimate to Mexico, by the Sen- 
ate’s action, that the United States had 
no serious intention of armed action. 
The Senate approved all the commit- 
tee’s recommendations despite his argu- 
ment. 

Chairman Chamberlain and Senator 
Lee had a tilt over the number of 
militiamen on the border. Lee con- 
tended he had evidence that 91,000 
state troops already were there and 
that 36,000 more were mobilized in camps 
throughout the states. 

Chairman Chamberlain declared Sena- 
tor Lee’s figures wrong, but declined 
to tell the War Department’s figures 
on the ground that they were a mili- 
tary secret, 

Equipment Is Delayed. 

Senator Wadsworth, Republican of 
New York, a former national guard offi- 
cer, declared nearly all the delay in 
getting state troops to the border was 
due to failure to get equipment from 
the Philadelphia arsenal, and he recom- 
mended that each state store its own 
equipment. Despite some criticisms of 
the mobilization of the guardsmen, Sen- 
ator Wadsworth declared it was a 
“glorious success,’ and he doubted if 
any army in the world ever had been 
transported so long a distance with 
such good accommodations for the trip. 


Mexican Newspaper Announces With- 
drawal of American Troops, 

EL PASO, Tex., July 22.—A two 
column story purporting to be a dispatch 
from El Paso announcing the with- 
drawal form Mexican soil of the Amar- 
ican expeditionary forces, was printed 
July 19 in El Democrata of Chihuahua 
City, copies of which reached here to- 
day. The story said that the action was 
taker® upon orders of ‘‘General Baker," 
American Secretary of War and added 
that he had announced that the guards- 
men sent to the border now will be sent 
to their respective states. It algo as- 
serted that Gen. Pershing himself “re- 
quested that the Yankee forces be with- 
drawn.’’ 

Withdrawal of the troops was ordered, 
it was stated ‘‘because the causes which 
brought on the Mexican crisis no longer 
exist.”’ 


PERSHING SCOUT HELD AS AN 
ALLEGED ARKANSAS FUGITIVE 


Army Bureau Agent Arrests Man 
Said to Have Been in Big 
Liquor Fraud. 

OLUMBUS, N. M., July 22—An 
American lnown as Guy Johnson, who 
for several months has been a scout 
with Gen. Pershing’s command, was ar- 
rested upon his arrival at the border to- 
night by an agent of the Army Intelli- 
gence Bureau. 

It is alleged that Johnson's real name 
is Guy Hartman and that he is wanted 
by United States authorities in Fort 
Smith, Ark., in connection with tnternal 
revenue frauds there more than a year 
ago. 

Hartman, formerly connected with « 
liquor concern in Kansas City, Mo., 
shortly after his arrest was admitted to 
bail in the sum of ,.v,000, but subse- 
quently disappeared. It was said here 
tonight that he had been traced to one 
of the American camps in Mexico by 
agents of the Department of Justice. 

Army officials said that Johnson's 
services as scout have *sen very valu- 
able. Recently, however, he was taken 
ill and ordered to Columbus by medical 
officers. On the way to the border he 
leaped from the truck In which he was 
‘riding and started across the desert, but 
was overtaken and brought here. He 
will be held pending advices from the 
Fort Smith authorities.

SENATE REFUSES TO TAKE 
UP CASEMENT RESOLUTION 


Refuses to Take It From Forcign 
Relations Com aittee—Stone Cp- 
poses Interference. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.— Senator 
Martine of New Jersey failed today 
in an effort to discharge the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations from further 
consideration of his resolution to re- 
quest the President to ask for a stay 
of execution of Sir Roger Casement, 
under sentence of death in England. 
Martine forced’a vote on his motion 
and was defeated. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the com. 
mittee, spoke against the resolution, 
saying that it would be considered an 
insult by the British Government. He 
specially objected to the preamble, 
which states that “the Senate of the 
United States has heard with deep re- 
gret that the sentence of death has 
been pronounced upon Sir Roger Case- 
ment after a hasty (so-called) trial.” 

“In my opinion,” he said, ‘‘a resolu- 
tion of this character, which seeks in a 
public way to influence the British 
Government, would be resented, and re- 
sult in harm rather than good.

Members of Mr. Riley’s. family were 
summoned immediately. They are .is 
brother-in-law, Henry Witel, his nephew, 
Edmund H. Eitel, and his neice, -liss 
Elizabeth Eitel. 

Mr. Riley suffered his first violent at- 
tack of paralysis July 10, 1910. 

He recovered shortly afterward and 
seemed to be in good health until he 
was stricken a second time. This 
stroke caused a complete paralysis of 
his right side. The severity of the 
strcke wore away somewhat until the 
poet’s hand seemed the most affected. 
Mr. Riley's determination to battle the 
illness was shown at that time when he 
set about laboriously to learn to write 
with his left hand. 

For several years Mr. Riley has 
spent his winters in Florida, where he 
went accompanied by members of his 
household. He returned only last May 
and ‘“‘never felt better’ as he expressed 
it, on his arrival. Since that time he 
has been in excellent spirits, and seemed 
unusually strong, Dr. McCulloch said. 
Mr. Riley had been able to go to his 
publishers frequently and was outin 
his automobile every day, even as late 
as Friday. 

Children’s Poet Began Career as a 

Sign Painter, 

AMES WHITCOMB RILEY, born 

J of the Middle West, sang the joys, 

sorrows, fancies and humors of its 

folk, largely in its own dialect. The 

world was so touched by his inspiration 

and the realism of his homely symbols 

that he was one of the few, that, de- 

voting their lives to poetry, gained a 
fortune. 

Mr. Riley was peculiarly sensitive as 
to the advance of age and evaded in- 
quiries as to the date of his birth, but 
the most accurate information avail- 
able indicates that he was born in 
1853. 

“Should you ask his age,’ one of his 
friends said, “he would answer ‘This 
side of 4,’ and leave you to guess 
which side.’’ 

The poet was the son of Reuben A. 
Riley, lawyer and political speaker of 
Greenfield, Ind. The boy could not be 
brought to the dull routine of school 
days, but he was wise in the lore of 
streams and fields. His mother, who 
was Elizabeth Marine before her mar- 
riage, was a writer of verse and Riley 
in later life attributed some of his 
impracticability to her. 

Instead of preparing for the prac- 
tice of law, as his father wished, the 
son turned itinerant sign painter. For 
ten years he roved through the Ohio 
Valley, painting signs on fences. He 
had the trick of the trush and pencil 
and cleverly drew sketches illustrat- 
ing the virtues of merchandise. He 
was naturally musical and shone as 
a fiddler in the villages at which his 
party stopped at night. He played 
for dances and at concerts in country 
hotels. He wrote rhymes, which some- 
times found their way into country 
newspapers. 

Was Newspaper Reporter 

He led this cheerful, free and easy 
life late in the ‘70s, then he took em- 
ployment as a reporter on a news- 
paper at Anderson, Ind. In 1877, for 
the purpose, as he said, of proving 
that he could write poetry of value, 
he perpetrated the Poe hoax which 
for years was a literary sensation. 
He wrote a poem in the style of Ed- 
gar Allen Poe, to which he gave the 
characteristic title of “Leonanie,” and 
it was offered to the public as a hith- 
erto unpublished product of the ge- 
nius of Poe. One of the stanzas was: 

“Leonanie—angels named her, 

And they took the light 
Of the laughing stars and framed her 
In a smile of white. 

And they made her hair of gloomy 
Midnight and her eyes of bloomy 
Moonshine and they brought her to me 

In the solemn night. 

In some quarters the poem was ac- 
cepted as genuine; tn others it was de- 
nounced as a fraud. After the contro- 
versy had waged for months Riley con- 
fessed. 

In the early 8s he began writing 
verses in “Hoosier” dialect for the old 
Indianapolis Journal. He sent some of 
his poems to Henry Wadsworth Long- 
fellow and they received his praise. A 
volume was published and “the Hooster 
poet” began to win a public. He was 
an excellent reader of his ewn dialect

The statement tonight follows: 

“On the left wing of the Riga posi- 
tions there have been several fierce 
engagements «vith the enemy. Our 
troops penetrated the enemy's first-line 
works at several points. The artil- 
lery on both sides is eng-ged heavily. 

“On the left bank of the Lipa near 
the village of Weniatchi, east of. Goro- 
hova, our patrols successfully raided a 
German post, capturing its entire force, 
consisting of an officer and 42 men. 

“Our troops in the Caucasus continu- 
ing their offensive have occupied Ar- 
dasa, 2 versts (about 13 miles) north- 
west of Gumushkaneh, capturing 16 of- 
ficers and 20 men and three machine 
guns. The prisoners include the com- 
mander of the twenty-ninth regiment.” 

An earlier statement from the War 
Office said the Russians on Thursday 
and Friday took 12,000 prisoners and 
drove the Austrians in the region of the 
lower Lipa farther west. The statement 
said: 

“On the left wing of the Riga position 
attacks on the Germans continued 
northeast of Smorgon in the region of 
the village of Martyschi another fortu- 
nate coup enabled us to capture & por- 
tion of an enemy trench during the 
night.

Attorney of Buchanan County, who was 
found dead in her home here a week 
ago, was adjourned today until Thurs- 
day, Aug. 3, because W. T. Rutherford, 
Assistant Attorney-General of the State, 
has official business to attend to in 
Jefferson City which will take his time 
until then. 

A striking feature of today’s testimony 
was the positive declaration of a neigh- 
bor that he saw Mrs. McDaniel through 
a window in her home after her hus- 
band had left the house the second 
time the night of the murder, and a 
short time before her body was found. 
The importance of this testimony is 
that it shows that Mrs. McDaniel was 
alive and moving around after McDan- 
fel had gone downtown to look for his 
brother. It apparently indicates that 
she was murdered in the interval be- 
tween his going downtown and coming 
back the last time.

Tense Feeling Aroused at Alpine, 
Tex., Because of Tragedy, 
Causes Action. 


PRISONER NEAR COLLAPSE 


Great Crowd Attends Funeral of 
Woman—Accused Asks for 
Speedy Death. 


EL PASO, Tex., July 22.—Harry J. 
Spannell, who Thursday night shot 
and killed his wife and Lieutenant- 
Colonel M. C. Butler at Alpine, Tex., 


is in the county jail here today under 
extra guard. Three deputies who ar- 
rived with the prisoner early today 
said feeling in Alpine was tense and 
authorities there feel an attempt at 
violence might be made. 
Spannell is held incommunicado. On 
the way to the jail the party was in- 
tercepted by a newspaper man who 
asked Spannell why he killed his wife 
and Butler. 
Apparently on the verge of a col- 
lapse, Spannell replied: 
“Don’t bother me. I have nothing 
to say.” : 
According to reports from jail au- 
thorities, only once did Spannell show 
any emotion, when he awoke from a 
fitful sleep, burst out weeping and 
expressed a wish to see his five-year- 
old daughter. 
Spannell spent tonight in a cell in 
the local county jail in which Gen. Vic- 
toriano Huerta was confined a year 
ago. 
Every attempt was made to keep 
secret the news of the prisoner’s pres- 
ence and the Brewster County authori- 
ties refused to allow anyone to com- 
municate with Spannell. They said he 
did not cCesire to discuss his case and 
added that he had retained no attor- 
ney. 

Spannell may be taken to Alpine to- 
morrow night for a preliminary exam- 
ination. 


Throngs at Funeral of Mra, Spannell; 
Slayer Asks Death of Guards. 
ALPINE, Tex., July 22.—Practically 
the entire population of Alpine at- 
tended funeral services here today 
for Mrs. Crystal Holland Spannell, 
who, with Lieutenant-Colonel M. C. 
Butler, was killed by her husband 
last Thursday night. Friends of 
Spannell said today that he appar- 
ently shot in a fit of insane jealousy 
and that since he has been over- 
whelmed with remorse and on sev- 
eral occasions begged his guards to 

kill him. 

As she boarded a train last night 
for Washington, where she is taking 
her husband’s body for burial, Mrs. 
Butler said to friends on the station 
platform: “Neither my husband nor 
Mrs. Spannell was in the least to 
blame.” 

The coroner’s jury which viewed 
the bodies had not returned a ver- 
dict late today and it was announced 
that no statement whatever had been 
obtained from Spannell by the au- 
thorities. So far as is known here, 
Spannell has not engaged counsel. 
Friends said today that he was a 
man of nervous temperament and may 
have been mentally unbalanced at the 
time of the tragedy. 

With the death of Col. Butler, Col. 
J. E. Muchert, fourth Texan Infantry, 
is temporarily in command of the 
troops here. 

It is expected that unless Spannell 
requests an earlier date, his prelim- 
inary hearing will not be held until 
next Wednesday.

BLACKLIST TAKEN 
UP WITH POLK BY 
BRITISH ENVOY 


Acting Secretary of State and 
England’s Ambassador In- 
formally Talk Over Boycott. 


PRECEDENTS ARE . CITED 


Case Similar to Allied Blockade 
and Ban Declared During 
the Civil War. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—Anticipating 
protests to the State Department from 
the firms and cor_ >rations named in the 
British black list, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, 
British Ambassador to the United 
States, had another conference today 
with Acting Secretary Polk in which the 
subject was informally discussed. Prob- 
ably it will be left to the London 
Foreign office to develop the po- 
Sition of the British Government of- 
ficially but the informal conferences in 
Washington are expected to go far to- 
wards clarifying the position of each 
side, and serving to shorten negotia- 
tions that may follow. 

It is understtod here that the Brit- 
ish Government did not communicate 
the blacklist to Ambassador Page be- 
cause the subject was regarded as one 
purely internal in its legal aspects, the 
order being specifically directed to Brit- 
ish merchants. 

To have broached the matter officially 
to Page might have been taken as an 
admission to the right of other Govern- 
ments to concern themselves in its 
operations. 

Will Take Up Precedents. 

As in the case of allied blockade, 
precedents established ty the United 
States during the Civil War are com- 
ing up again to be used for justifti- 
cation. The allies have found that 
President Lincoln on Aug. 16, 1861, is- 
sued a ploclamation declaring that 
“all commercial intercourse between 
the States in insurrection and citizens 
of other States through the ports of 
the United States is unlawful and will 
remain unlawful until ‘such insur- 
rections shall cease.”’ 

This was followed by an act of Con- 
gress of May 26, 1862, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Treasury to refuse 
clearance to ships where their cargoes, 
Whatever their ostensible destination, 
were intended for points or places in 
the possession or under the control of 
insurrectionists against the United 
States. 

In the British view in these two acts 
are found ample warrant for the pres- 
ent act of the British Government in 
forbidding its own subjects’ to treat or 
trade with persons regarded as enemies 
of their country. 

In pursuance of this determination, it 
is pointed out the effort has been made 
to discriminate in favor of any German 
firm in the United States that has been 
engaged solely in its usual line of i usi- 
ness if that has been of a general 
character. 

Old Banks Not Boycotted. 

Some of the oldest and largest of the 
German banking firms in New York 
consequently do not figure in the black- 
list even though onefpf them is known 
by the British autho%ties to have pur- 
chased the nickel whi has been loaded 
on the German subm@rine Deutschland 
at Baltimore, becausefthat was in the 
line of their business. 

But where firms a known to be 
actually under German control; where 
the profits of their business go to Ger- 
many or where Germanic firms or 
American firms acting as agents have 
gone out of their regular lines of busi- 
ness to deal with Germany, British mer- 
chants have been prohibited from deal- 
ing with them. 

British authorities here contend no 
legitimate American firm ar corporation 
will be injured by the blacklist nor Ger- 
man firms in the United States which 
have confined their operation to their 
own line of business.

DE BLACKLIST 


Declares It Is to Prevent Englishmen From 
Trading With the Enemy—Plan Meets 
Great Opposition Even at Home. 


LONDON, July 22.—In reply to a num- 
ber of criticisms which the publication 
of a list of 87 American individuals and 
firms, with which English firms are 
forbidden to do business under the trad- 
ing with the enemy act, has met with 
in America and here, Laming Worthing- 
ton Evans, chief of the Department of 
Foreign Trade of the Foreign Office, 
made the following statement to the As- 
sociated Press today: 

“The statutory list has been compiled 
from one point of view only, namely, to 
prohibit British citizens from support- 
ing firms which are strengthening our 
enemies. The test applied before put- 
ting a firm domiciled in America .-n the 
statutory list is this: Is that firm, by 
its business operations, strengthening 
our enemies? If so, then British firms 
may not support it. 

“Tt is one of the principal lessons of 
the world war that the strength of a 
belligerent does not consist only in the 


resources and- supplies available in its 
own territories, but also on those ujpn 
which he can draw from neutral coun- 
tries. As a result of the semi-military 
organization which the German Govern- 
ment has’ imposed on its commerce, 
every “German firm throughout the 
world is an outpost, seeking to do its ut- 
most to assist Germany in her effort 
to dominate Europe, and the fact that 
they are established in neutral coun- 
tries in many cases makes them more 
formidable in their activities, less easy 
to combat, than would otherwise be the 
case. 
Stand Britain Takes. 

“Can it then be said fairly that when 
the British Government is fully aware of 
these activities, it should do nothing to 
frustrate them? Can it be claimed fair- 
ly that, instead of endeavoring to frus- 
trate them, they should be actually as- 
sisted by British firms, British cables, 
Pritish banks and British shipping 
lines? 

“Tt is true that the trade done by 
British firms with German firms in 
neutral countries has attained very con- 
siderable proportions, and to eut off 
this trade by means of the statutory 
blacklist meant a certain amount of in- 
evitable loss. 

“Rut the Government considered that 
the loss to British trade would be much 
less than the loss caused to the enemy, 
and besides that, the sacrifice involved 
ig necessary in the interests of the al- 
lies. It may be pointed out that long 
before the British statutory »lacklist 
was put in operation the French Gov- 
ernment prohibited its nationals from 
doing any business with any enemy sub- 
ere can nardly be contended that the 
statutory blackli:t is more onerous to 
trade than the French system, which 
long since was recognized by interna- 
tional law. 

Domestic Legislation. 

“Moreover, from strictly legal points 
of view, the blacklist system is a piece 
of purely domestic legislation which 
simply prohibits ritish subjects from 
dealing with certain persons. The right 
of any Government to impose such pro- 
hibition on its o-7n nationals is hardly 
open to dispute. 

“Objection has bee.. taken to the un- 
pleasant publicity given the list, but 
without such publicity far more dam- 
age would be likely to result 
to trade. Before the adoption of 
the statutory bincl.ist there was an 
official blacklist in existence. Experi- 
ence has show that uncertainty on the 
part of both British and neutral traders 
ax to who is and who is not on the 
blacklist would be the cause of more 
confusion than the publication of the 
blacklist which ena*les everyone to 
know exactly where he is. It is for 
this reason that steps are being taken 
to give the list as much publicity as 
possible. 

Why List Is Necessary. 

“Complaint is made that the statutory 
list is unnecessary as the same results 
have been obtained sub-rosa. But if 
s: done, it would have affected not 
merely the firms in the United States 
which now figured in the statutory 
list, but also others—probably all those 
of German names, whether they de- 
served it or not—because British traders, 
to whom alone our prohibition is ad- 
dressed would not have know the names 
of the prohibited firms and might, out 
of caution, have cer-ed dealing with a 
much larger number. 

“It has been said that it was a 
blunder to publish the list when a 
French loan was under way. Clearly 
it would have been a blunder to in- 
clude the friends of our French allies. 
But is it suggested that this blunder 
has been committed? Look at the 
list. Who are included? Is there one 
among them who has not shown in 
unmistakable measure that his sym- 
pathies and, more still, his active help, 
are given, not to our French allies 
and ourselves, but to our-enemies? 

"Tt is indeed only those who have 
shown unmistakably that they are 
enemies, or acting for enemies, who 
are included. So we need not fear 
that the qupport of our French allies 
will ‘be prejudiced in those quarters. 

Facts Carefully Weighed. 

“All the facts are carefully weighed 
before the decision was arrived at and 
I have no doubt that there is not a 
name on the list which is not there 
on evidence which fully justified its 
inclusion. 

Evans denied that a sub-rosa black- 
list now exists, the only basis for 
such a charge, he said, being the fact 
that certain firms are under suspi- 
clon and British traders, therefore, 
have been warned to be careful tn 
dealing with them. | 

He also pointed out that there are 
hardly more than 30 entities in the 
American list, one-tenth of the 1iét 
being occupied by the Knauth Nachod 
and Kuhne Company, as, including the 
directors, they appear eight times. 
Zimmerman and Forshay appear six 


times; Muller, Schall and Company! 


five times: Maclaren and Gentiles, four 
times; while other firms appear two 
or more times. 

A neutral diplomat, exceptionally well 
informed regarding the details of the 
economic war which Great Britain Is 
waging on the central Powers declared 
to the Associated Press that he re- 
garded the publication of the blacklist 
of certain American firms “as the great- 
est possible~ tactical blunder at this 
stage, when a French loan is about to 
be floated in America and important 
Russian financial arrangements are un- 
der way there. 

“Tt is a blunder,” continued the diplo- 
mat, “because it is unnecessary, since 
for months most of the firms on the list 
have been on a sub-rosa blacklist. At 
any rate, they were not on the white 
list, so the Government had complete 
control over any of their operations 
which touched British territory. 

“Its publication at this time is a 
mystery. One possible theory is that 
the Government’s hand was forced by 
recalcitant British firms which may 
have declined to give up trading with 
‘firms not on the white list unless their 
position was made legally untenable by 
the actual promulgation of the list. 


Retaliation Is Possible. 
“Possibility of legal retaliation against 


the blacklist is a question for interna- 
tional lawyers, but the possibility of 
an unofficial retaliation is almost un- 
limited. At least a Pacific Coast firm 
of unimpeachable Americanism might 
make the position of British traders in 
a number of fertile fields decidedly un- 
comfortable.” 

The financial section of London is by 
no means unanimous in approval of the 
measure, even those in its favor being 
dissatisfied with. its scope, contending 
that some omissions from the list are 
rcore significant than inclusions. One 
large banking institution on the lst 
maintains close conection with one of 
London’s largest banks, and at the re- 
quest of the latter some time ago made 
extensive changes in its directorate in 
order to eliminate men objectionable to 
its London correspondent. This London 
bank now wants to know why it is 
rrevented from carrying on ‘ts Amer- 
ican business through the blacklisted 
bank while American firms known to 
have been actively connected with Ger- 
man loans and other activities are still 
on the white list. 

Great uneasiness exists among Amer- 
ican branch houses whose home firms 
have any financial or trading connection 
with Germany, but they refuse to dis- 
cuss the question for publication, fear- 
ing the consequences of any indiscreet 
utterances. ) 

Attention fs called in these circles to 
the appearance on the South American 
list of several firms said to be financed 
by New York banking institutions 
which invested heavily in the Anglo- 
French loan. Discussing these asser- 
tions, Lord Robert Cecil, Minister of 
War Trade, stated that it was quite 
possible the Government had not placed 
certain American firms with close Ger- 
man connections on the list for the very 
good reason that they ‘had proven 
friends of the allies in regard to the 
Anglo-French loan. On the other hand, 
he said, if other friends of the allies 
were suffering through the inclusion 
of Tanga, has ben driven over the 
list, the British Government was ready 
to make necessary amends. 

Names Might Be Added, 

Lord Robert declared that names 
might be added to the list from time to 
time, while others might be removed, 
but that the blacklist as it now stands 
represents the American total. He ad- 
mitted the possibility of making mis- 
tekes in the compilation of the list, but 
stated firmly that its publication was 
much better than a possible extreme 
law providing that no British subject 
should trade with the enemy, no matter 
what his domicile. 

Walter Hines Page, the American Am- 
tassador, expressed himself to the As- 
sociated Press today as fully alive tu 
the possibility of trouble arising from 
the publication of the blacklist of Amer- 
ican firms. He has already approached 
the Foreign Office with inquiries on the 
subject. 

The-embassy is collecting all available 
information to be had here regarding 
the matter, for transmission to the 
State Department.

MISSUURI NAVAL 
RESERVES GET WAR 
TRAINING: IN. FOG 


After Practice Cruise on Bat- 
tleship Rhode Island. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 


Dispatch. 

NEWPORT, R. L, July 22.—In tine 
health and chock full of interesting 
recollections of their exciting experi- 
ences of the last few days, the Mis- 
souri Naval Reserves are in port here, 
with the other naval militiamen, after 
their practice cruise in the battle- 
ship Rhode Island. The climax of the 
maneuvers began Thursday  after- 
noon with orders for grand maneu- 
vers under battle conditions. 

All the vessels of the immense flo- 
tilla were cleared for action. Tur- 
rets were cast off, guns were manned, 
the men took their battle stations, 
and, through lectures by the com- 
manders of the various arganizations, 
the conditions of actual fighting were 
imagined. 

Capt. Latimer gave lessons on the 
control of the ship under all condi- 
tions, ending with the supposition 
that all the upper works had been 
shot away and refuge had been taken 
in the central station at the bottom 
of the Rhode Island, where are cen- 
tered the telephones, speaking tubes, 
mechanical indicators and radio ap- 
paratus whereby the officers keep in 
touch with the activities of their 
own craft and with the whole fleet. 

Crowded Report Center. 

Perhaps the most interesting lesson 
to the militiamen was the means 
whereby 20 men are reuqired, in a 
single space not over five by 20 feet, 
to receive reports from various parts 
of the ship and to transmit orders 
and information, 

To complicate matters, a dense fog 
settled down. It was so thick that not 
even the nearest ship to the Rhode 
Island could be seen while the wire- 
less brought the news that a great 
hurricane was coming up from the 
southwest. Because of this information, 
the fleet was kept at anchor at Mon- 
tauk Point, although the time was not 
wasted. Men and officers were put 
through routine drills. 

When the fog would lift for awhile 
the ships weighed anchor. Officers were 
trained in handling ship by making 
imaginary landings against buoys 
thrown overboard to represent docks 
and mooring places. 

A heavy Atlantic rain was falling yes- 
terday morning when the fleet started 
for Newport, where we are now anch- 
ored with the main North Atlantic 
fieet, the flagship of which is the super- 
dreadnought, Wyoming, flying the flag 
of Rear Admiral Mayo. 

Fiotilla of 61 Vessels. 

There are in all 26 battleships. These, 
‘with the tenders, auxiliaries, destroyers 
and submarines, make a total of 61 
vessels, one of the largest flotillas ever 
assemnbled by the United States at one 
point. 

The men are enjoying the numerous 
brilliant ceremonies attending the ex- 
change of visits between the flag of- 
ficers. We expect to leave here to- 
morrow night and arrive at the Phila- 
de'phia breakwater Monday afternoon. 
We shall disembark Tuesday and take 
a train that afternoon for St. Louis.

For 95c you may have quite a thrill- 


ing time in Laredo, especially if you 
have been sagacious enough to find 
out from the regulars where they 
serve the most beer for five cents. 
When the rookie is “broke” he swag- 
gers down the street to the Red Cross 
nurses who have free boiled ice water, 
then to the plaza for the military 
band, then back to camp and another 
day’s work. : 

A large part of our day is spent 
attending to the comfort of the 
horses. It is frankly admitted in the 
army that they are more important 
than the men. 

Lots of men are learning new 
habits.

DISPUTED DRIVE. 
NY PARK IS LIKELY 
TO BE ABANDONED 


Work Stopped at Entrance Fol- 
lowing Objections From Sey- 
eral Sources. 


Objections of residents of Lindell 
boulevard probably will prevent the 
completion of the new drive by which 
Park Commissioner Cunliff had planned 
to connect that thoroughfare with West 
Pine roadway in Forest Park. Mayor 
Kiel has suggested to Park Commis- 
sioner Cunliff that if opposition con- 
tinues the whole undertaking ought to 
be abandoned. Complaints against the 
new drive have been lodged with Mayor 
Kiel by the St. Louis Art League, the 
Municipal Art Commission and by in- 
dividuals not members of those organ- 
izations. 

Work was stopped yesterday and Park 
Commissioner Cunliff says it will not 
be resumed unless the Board of Public 
Service, by which the plans were ap- 
proved and ordered executed, directs 
him to proceed. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff says that a 
member of the commission, whose name 
he declined to disclose, favored the new 
rcadway. 

Mayor Kiel’s Position, 

Mayor Kiel told a Post-Dispatch ra- 
perter that his suggestion to Park Com- 
missioner Cunliff that the construction 
of the drive be stopped was not based 
on the letter of protest of the Art 
League and the Municipal Art Commis- 
sion, but was in deference to the wishes 
of residents of Lindell boulevard. 

In the letter sent to Mayor Kiel by 
these art organizations it was urged 
that rather than spoil the appearance 
of the main entrance of the park by the 
new drive Park Commissioner Cunliff 
should: be removed from office. The Art 
League and the Municipal Art Commis- 
@on asserted that the new scheme was 
the second step toward carrying out the 
plan which had been condemned last 
winter. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff told the 
reporter that he believes members of the 
Art League and of the Municipal Art 
Commission will withdraw. their objec- 
tions when they understand that the 
new drive is not part of the plan which 
was suggested by him several months 
ago. 

“This drive is not even a detail of my 
former plans for improving the main 
entrance to the park,’”’ Cunliff said. ‘It 
is merely an addition to the present 
roadways intended to relieve congestion 
where the traffic is growing enormous- 
ly heavy. The new drive was approved 
by the Board of Public Service, which 
directed me to build it. I can’t say 
whether it will be constructed, because 
that is a matter that rests with the 
Board of Public Service. If the board 
instructs me to go ahead I shall do so. 
If I receive no such directions the drive 
will not be built.’’ 

Player Against Drive. 

Comptroller Player is vigorously op- 
posing the new drive, which he says 
will mar the appearance of the park 
and mean a heavy expense that had 
much better be devoted to repairing old 
drives and constructing new ones where 
they are needed. 

“Grand drive is in need of improve- 
ment, and there are several other places 
where auxiliary roadways should be 
built,"’ said Comptroller Player. 

The plan for the new drive, and that 
from West Pine boulevard to Grand 
drive, were drawn by engineers in the 
Park Department and submitted to the 
Board of Public Service last February. 
They were approved at that time. -.ft- 
er the completion of West Pine drive, 
Cunliff says, the board directed him to 
begin work no the roadway from Grand 
drive to Lindell boulevard. 


FOREST PARK DIAGONAL DRIVE 
TO BE OPENED TO PUBLIC AUG. 5 


Section Finished at Cost of $7000 Ex- 
tends From Government Drive 
to Art Museum, 


Four thousand feet of park roadway 
that has just been completed to afford 
a diagonal drive through Forest Park 
from King’s highway entrance to Skink- 
er road and Oakland avenue, will be 
opened to the public on Municipal Play 
day, Aug. 5. This drive, including the 
new section, is three miles long. The 
new construction cost $7000. 

The section just finished begins at the 
end of Government Drive, near the big 
bird cage, and runs southeast through 
the valley in the rear of the Art Mu- 
seum. It is of asphalt, 20 feet wide. 
It is intended that the width shall be 
increased to # feet within the next two 
or three years. 

As part of the improvements contem- 
plated by the Park Department, Grand 
Drive will be rebuilt from Columbus 
Bridge to Lafayette Bridge, and Frank- 
lin Drive will be reconstructed from 
Franklin Bridge to the watering trough. 
Park Commissioner Cunliff says he is 
anxtous to rebulld Grand Drive from 
King’s highway to Union avenue, but 
that this work must wait until it Is de- 
termined whether the Wabash tracks 
are to be raised or depressed. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff says that 
within the last four months a consider- 
able stretch of Lindell boulevard has 
been repaved, a new drive has been 
built around Jefferson Memorial, a new 
drive has been constructed in the south- 
east corner of the park, including a cir- 
cular roadway around Bates monument, 
and several old roads have been resur- 
faced.

NEW YORK FROM 
UHILD PARALYSIS 


Total Number of Cases of Dis- 
ease Since Epidemic Began 
Is 2744. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 22.—Infantile par- 
alysis took another jump upward in 
Greater New Yora today. The number 
of new cases reported in the 24 hours, 
ending at 10 a. m., Was lie and the 
number of deaths in the same period 
39. Also a general revision of the fig- 
ures by Health Department statisticians 
added 82 cases which had somehow been 
Overlooked in -*-evious reports. The 
total cases now number 2744, and the 

dead 6655. 

Health Jepartment officials are 
much alarmed at the attitude of towns 
in New Jersey, Connecticut and Long 
Island in imposing what the officials 
consider unreasonable quarantine regu- 
lations. Incoming trains and steamers 
brought back hundreds of family par- 
ties, including chilc-en, who had made 
a vain effort to escape from the city 
for the week-end or longer. 


Children Are Barred. 
The steamer Chester W. Chapin 


brought back 35 children and 15 adults 
who had been stopped by the police 
when they attempted to land in New 
London. New Jersey and Long Igland 
towns have not only turned back chil- 
dren who arrived by train, but refused 
to permit automobiles carrying children 
to pass through the towns. Information 
that this practice is becoming general 
led the Government surgeons to con- 
sider wavs and means for restoring 
frightened country health officers to a 
normal frame of mind.

The order 
was given for quick filling, and, as the 
quality demanded is of the best hair 
variety, the Scarritt-Comstock company 
was confronted with the task of secur- 
ing 20 carloads of hair. 

The order was secured against the 
competitign of the large furniture es- 
tablishments of Eastern and Northern 
cities in the same manner as it was 
secured during the Spanish War by the 
Same firm. 

In its former dealings with the Gov- 
ernment the firm won its reputation for 
integrity in executing an order in which 
substitution of the chief and most cost- 
ly material might be easy because of 
it being sewed in the ticking.

Names of Seven Will Appear on Democratic Ballots 
and Four on Republican, and Interest of Cam- 
paign Centers in Their Contests. 


In accordance with the law of Mis- 
souri, the 750,000 voters of the State will 
select, by direct primary, Aug. 1, the 
candidates of the respective political 
parties for United States Senator, Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant-Governor, Attorney- 
General, Secretary of State, State Au- 
ditor, State Treasurer, two Judges of 
the Supreme Court, members of Con- 
gress in the 16 congressional districts, 
representatives in the General Assem- 
bly from each legislative and senator- 
fal district, and county and city offi- 
cers for each county and city in the 
State. 

The intent of the primary law is to 
give every voter the opportunity to ex- 
press his choice on the candidates for 
hig party. Experience has shown that 
approximately only 50 per cent of the 
voters exercise the privilege guara-:- 
teed fo them by the State primary law. 
which, however, is a much greater per- 
centage of voters than ever participat- 
ed in conventions. In the primary elec- 
tion of 1912, when the same set of of- 
ficials, with the exception of United 
States Senators, were to be nominated 


350,000 votes cast, while in the general 
electicn in November the vote, in round 
numbers, was 700,000. It is estimated by 
party leaders this year that the pri- 
thary vote will be in excess of 400,000, 
on account of the greater interest in 
the Republican contests for United 
States Senator and Governor. In 1912 
the Republicans polled only 131,000 votes 
in the governorship contest, while in 
the general election the combined Re- 
publican and Bull Moose vote was 326,- 
000. The Democrats, four years ago, 
cast 215,000 votes in the primary elec- 
tion, and 335,000 in the general election 
Independent Voter Without Voice. 
Under the present system the inde- 
pendent voter has no voice in the se- 
lection of candidates unless he wishes 
to affillate with one of the regularly 
established political parties. In voting 
he must use either the Democratic, Re- 
publican, Socialist or Prohibition tick- 
et. He cannot express a choice, for ex- 
ample, for a Democratic candidate for 
United States Senator and a Republic- 
an candidate for Governor, although it 
may be his intention to vote that way 
in the general election. 

There is an unusually large number 
of candidates. The Republican voter of 
St. Louis will have before him the 
names of 84 candidates for State, judi- 
cial and city offices, not including the 
candidates for Congress, State Senatcr 
and Representative, and the Democratic 
voters will have 654 candidates from 
which to make a similar choice. 
Interest in the primary election cen- 
ters in the contests for the nominations 
for Governor. There is little interest in 
the senatorial contests, for it is al- 
ready a foregone conclusion that the 
Democrats will renominate Senator 
James A. Reed of Kansas City and the 
Republicans Walter S. Dickey of Kan- 
sas City. There are seven Democratic 
candidates for Governor and four Re- 
publicans. The campaign in both par- 
ties has been spirited, and the candi- 
dates have made attacks and counter at- 
tacks upon each other in their efforts 
to gain an advantage in the contest. 
There are no issues of overshadow- 
ing importance in the campaign. 
Some candidates have adopted hob- 


bies as vote getters. The “wet” and 
“dry” issue is the most troublesome 
one for candidates. Eighty-five 


counties, under the local option laws, 
are “dry,” and there are many “dry” 
voters in the other counties, and 
some of the cities. A majority of the 
voters in the cities, with the possible 
exception of Kansas City, are ‘‘wet’’ 
The “drys” want to make the entire 
State “dry,” and the “wets” want to 
keep as much of it as possible “wet.” 
Prohibition has been made an issue 
in fwo forms: by Constitutiona! 
amendment to be voted on at the No- 
vember election, as proposed by the 
Missour!t Dry Association, and by a 
bill with a “peace, health or safety 
clause,” to prevent. the referendum 
from being invoked against it, as 
proposed by the Anti-Saloon League. 
The league. has been trying to get 
candidates for Governor to pledge 
themselves to sign this bill, if it 
should be passed by the Legislature, 
and to get candidates for the Legis- 
lature to pledge themselves to vote 
for it. The “wets,” of course, ars 
opposed to both “dry” measures. 


REPUBLICANS, 
FOR GOVERNOR. 


For the information of the voters. 
the Post-Dispatch presents today the 
record of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic candidates for Governor: 
HENRY LAMM, Sedalia, Repub- 
lican: Served as Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri from 1904 to 1914, anu 
wrote many noteworthy decisions. Som 
of his decisions were revolutionary, 
notably the decision breaking down the 
precedent established by the Supreme 
Court in former decisions that ballot 
boxes could not be opened when frauds 
had been perpetrated. Judge Lamm 
held that the ballot box could not be 
nailed up with its secret fraud, because 
the law abhors fraud, and delights to 
follow it relentlessly. In writing the do- 
cision, which reversed a long line of 
previous decisions by the same court, 
Judge Lamm said that one of the in- 
herent rights of every court is to change 
its mind, and that this court, being a 
court of errors, “we sit to correct our 
own as well as those of others.” This 


as this year, there were approximately | 


of State, being elected in 1904, and one 
term as Bank Commissioner, being &P- 
pointed by Gov. Hadley in 1908. Also 
served two terms as member of the 
Legislature from Sullivan County. Has 
been admitted to the bar but devotes 
his time to politics and the publication 
of the Sedalia Daily Capital, a Repub- 
lican newspaper. He has been 8 pub- 
lisher of country newspapers nearly all 
of his life. For a short time after the 
expiration of his term as Banking 
Commissioner he was connected wit 
the Mercantile Trust Co. of St. Louis. 
In the country districts Swanger is re- 
garded as a “dry’’ candidate for Gov- 
ernor, but in a recent speech in St. Louis 
he declared that he stood squarely for 
local option, and was opposed to State- 
wide prohibition. 

CHARLES D. MORRIS, St. Joseph, 
Republican: Has never held public of- 
fice, but served two terms as chairman 
of the Republican State Committee. 
Publisher and editor of the St. Joseph 
Gazette, a daily Republican newspaper. 
Has been in the publishing business 
nearly all of his life, and also active 
in politics. He has-been a leader of 
civic movements in St. Joseph. He is 
48 years old, and is regarded as one of 
the best stump speakers in the State. 
Supporters of Morris recently suggested 
that both Judge Lamm and Swanger 
withdraw so that he might be nominat- 
ed as a nonfactional candidate, it being 
claimed for him that he was satisfac- 
tory to both the “wets’’ and “drys.” 
This suggestion bore no fruit. 

HUGH McINDOE, Joplin, Repub- 
lican: Is Mayor of Joplin, under its 
new charter providing for a commission 
form of government. His administra- 
tion has been progressive, and unique 
in many features. He served one term 
as a member of the State Senate, and 
was one of the Republicans who bolted 
the nomination of Thomas K. Niedring- 
haus for United States Senator and sup- 
ported Richard Kerens throughout that 
memorable and bitter contest. 


DEMOCRATS, FOR GOV- 
ERNOR. 


FRED D. GARDNER, St. Louis, 
Democrat: Has never held any public 
office, but served as a member of the 
Board of Freeholders that wrote the 
new St. Louis charter. As a member of 
the Board of Freeholders, he supported 
the progressive propositions that were 
written into it. Gardner came to St. 
Louis from Tenessee and established and 
built up the St. Louis Coffin Co., from 
the business of which he has made a 
considerable fortune. He gained consid- 
erable notoriety several years ago >y 
signing the appeal bonds of Paul Morin 
and John Barry, two of the union labor 
structural ironworkers convicted at In- 
dianapolis of participation in dynamite 
plots. The bonds of tne labor men were 
fixed high, and the conditions were sucn 
as to make it very difficult for them 
to give bail. Gardner volunteered to xo 
on their bonds, and they were at liberty 
pending the determination of their ap- 
peal. 

Two years before he became a candi- 
date for Governor, Gardner proposed a 
rural credit law for Missouri which has 
become popularly known.as the “Gard- 
ner Land Bank Bill.” The object of 
this proposed law is to create a State 
land bank to lend money to farmers on 
long time at reasonable rates of inter- 
est. Forty thousand farmers have 
signed initiative petitions to have a con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing this 
bank submitted to the voters in the No- 
vember election. Ths bill has been very 
popular with the farmers, who have 
been forced to pay higher rates of inte:- 
est for loans than any other class cf 
people. 

Gardner is being fought by the Mis- 
souri Anti-Saloon League, which sent 
him a letter demanding that he secretly 
pledge himself to sign a bill with a 
“peace, health or safety clause” at- 
tached, to provide for State-wide prohi- 
bition. He refused to give the league a 
pledge, saying that he stood for local 
option and law enforcement. Gardner, 
recognized by the other candidates 1s 
the leader in the contest, has been vig- 
orously attacked by them from almost 
every angle, but he has ignored their at- 
tacks, and has proceeded with his ca:n 
paign.in a quiet and dignified manner. 

Gardner has also been attacked by the 
Anti-Saloon League on the ground thet 
his firm, in making shipments of cof- 
fins to customers, sometimes sent with 
them packages of liquor. This has been 


made the basis of a charge, freely cir- 
culated by his opponents, that he had 
“bootlegged whisky in dry territory.’ 
Gardner’s explanations is that some WW 
years ago, before the liquor question 
had become a political issue, one of his 
flasks of 


sales managers sent some 


| liquor to customers as a Christmas pres- 


ent. 

JOHN M. ATKINSON, Ripley Coun- 
ty, Democrat: Served three terms as 
member of the Legislature from Rip- 
ley County, being Speaker of the 
House in 1907. He was Assistant At- 
torney-General under Elliott W. Ma- 
jor from 1909 to 1913, and then be- 
came chairman of the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission, created by an 
act of the Legislature of which he 
was the author. He was appointed to 
this office by Gov. Major. Resigned 
from the commission in May to make 
the campaign for Governor. As @ 
member of the commission he par- 
ticipated in decisions permitting rail- 
roads to increase their passenger 
rates to 2% cents a mile and the Bell 
Telephone Co. to increase rates in St. 
Louis. He is being actively supported 
for the Governorship by some ralil- 
road officials and officials of other 
public service corporations. He re- 
signed as Assistant Attorney-General 
one month before his term would 
have expired, and was appointed by 
Major as special counsel to continue 
work that he had started as a State 
official. For one month's work he 
was paid a fee of $2250, which was 
almost equal to a year’s salary as 
Assistant Attorney-General. Atkin- 
son has the active support of many 
of the leaders of the Anti-Saloon 
League, but said in a recent state- 
ment to the Post-Dispatch that he 
has made no secret pledge or promise 
of any kind to any organization. He 
is 45 years old. 

ARTHUR N. LINDSEY, Henry 
County, Democrat: Has never held 
a public office. He is 43 years old, 
and is a preacher of the Christian 
denomination, and a former banker. 
He was for several years general sec- 
retary of the Missouri Federation of 
Commercial Clubs. As a public 
speaker he easily distances all of his 
rivals, and as a story teller he has 
few equals in the State. He’ favors 
home rule for the cities, a budget 
system and tax reform, rural credits, 
a new Constitution for Missouri, good 
roads and cheaper school books. He 
has not committed himself on _ the 
liquor question. — 

CORNELIUS ROACH, Jasper Coun- 
ty, Democrat: Now Secretary of State, 
serving his second term. Was for years 
Secretary of the State Senate. As Sec- 
retary of State he participated in a 
secret conference of State officials ‘n 
May, 1915, when a scheme was evolved 
to replenish the State treasury by tak- 
ing $514,503.22 from the public school 
fund, the treasury having been depleted 
by the extravagances of the State ad- 
ministration. The Supreme Court forced 
the State officials to retore the money 
to the school fund. As a member of the 
State Board of Equalization he has re- 
fused to vote for an equal assessment 
of property throughout the State, with 
the result that St. Louis property is as- 
sessed at 60 to 70 per cent of its value 
while country property is assessed at 19 
to 40 per cent of its value. The result 
of this is to throw the burden of sup- 
porting the State Government upon S8t. 
Louis. He has paid country newspapers 
the full legal rate for the publication of 
constitutional amendments, this rate be- 
ing from 10 to 20 times the regular ad- 
vertising rate of these papers. He has 
never advertised for bids for this print- 
ing, and has refused to allot {t to news- 
papers offering to publish the amend- 
ments at one-sixth the price paid to 
other papers. 

During his campaign he has written 
letters to politicians in Jasper County 
in which he stated that if he should »be 
elected Governor “Jasper County will 
come in for a share of state patronage, 
something like Pike County has en- 
joyed.”” He has also written letters to 
country editors holding out the promise 
that if he were elected the country news- 
paper men would be recognized to a 
much greater extent than ever before. 


Ever since he has been Secretary 
eof State he has carried his sister-in- 
law on the payroll as a stenogra- 
pher, and has had one of his 14 chil- 
dren on the State payroll most of the 
time. He says that he has made no 
pledge to the Anti-Saloon League. He 
is 63 years old. 


JOHN T. BARKER, Macon County, 
Democrat. Now Attorney-General, 
and served several terms as a mem- 
ber of the Legislature, and Speaker 
at one session. He participated in 
the conference of State officials at 
which it was agreed to transfer 
$514,503.22 from the school fund into 
the State treasury, and as Attorney- 
General gave three conflicting opin- 
ions as to the amount of money that 
should go into the school fund. As 
Attorney-General he has been noted 
for giving conflicting opinions. to 
different State officials on the same 
subject. 

He is making his campaign now 
on an appeal to the prejudices of the 
country against the cities. About a 


year ago he came to St. Louis and 
tried to get the support of certain 
St. Louis brewery and liquor inter- 
ests in his fight for the Governor- 
ship. Word went out that these inter- 
ests had accepted Barker as satisfac- 
tory. But later Barker lost their sup- 
port, and he has now taken up the 


dry end of the issu>. Barker has devot- 
ed much of his time since he began his 
campaign to denouncing and criticis- 
ing rival candidates. Also since his 
election as Attorney-General he has 
devoted considerable time each sum- 
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platform. He is 40 years old. 


WILLIAM R. PAINTTR, Carrollton, 
Is now Lieutenant-Gover- 


nor, in which capacity he has pre- 
sided at the last two sessions of the 
State Senate. He is publisher of the 
Carrollton Daily Democrat. He has 
an intimate knowledge of State in- 
stitutions, and has pledged himself 
to enforce economies and reforms in 
them if he should be elected. He has 
advocated the creation of a State 
Efficiency Board to insure efficiency 
in the operation and management of 
the institutions. Painter. is 53 years 
old, and was born in the town in 
which he lives, 

JAMES A. HOUCHIN,. St. Louis, 
Democrat: Houchin has never held 
public office. He is making his sec- 
ond campaign for Governor on an 
anti-nepotism and good roads plat- 
form. Houchin made a fortune as a 
penitentiary contractor, having for 
years operated ai clothing factory 
He has 
discontinued his prison contracts and 
moved his factories to St. Louis.

Michigan Boosts Edmunds. 


The entire working of the efforts 
of the Kansas college to land Ed- 
munds was learned by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesierday. 

Shortly after the close of the 1916 
football season, a query was sent by 
the K. S. A. C. athletic heads to every 
‘arge university in the West for sug- 
gestions as to a successor to the Loh- 
man-Bender regime. Numerous an- 
swers were recetyed, but the one 
with probably the most weight came 
from Director of Athletics Phil Bar- 
thelmew of Michigan University. Bar- 
thelmew suggested Edmunds and 
lauded him in the recommendation. 

On about June 12, Edmunds received a 
letter from President Waters in which 
he was asked if he would consider an 
offer from the Jayhawker State insti- 
tution. The local man replied in the 
affirmative. This is all that was heard 
of the matter until probably last Thurs- 
day. Thursday night, Dr. H. G. Lund, 
a personal friend of the W. U. mentor, 
received a telegram from Edmunds, who 
was then in Cleveland, asking Lund to 
meet him at Union Station, Friday 
morning, while passing through on his 
way to Manhattan. 

Dr. Lund met “Bill,” as he is famil- 
iarly called by Pikeway friends, at 6:20 
o'clock, Edmunds was in the city but 
10 minutes before boarding a train for 
Manhattan. During the time that he 
was here, the coach’promised Lund that 
he would not complete negotiations in 
Kansas before he had given the Wash- 
ington authorities an opportunity tc 
meet any offer. 


Edmunds Not Under Contract. 


Edmunds is not under a contract at 
Washington University and has never 
been so. He has been at Washington 
for four years and each season has 
been offered articles of agreement but 
has refused to sign them, each time. 


A telegram has been sent to Chan- 
cellor Hall of Washington, who is sum- 
mering in Massachusetts, relating to 
him the fact that K. 8. A. C. is angling 
for Edmunds. In order to meet any new 
offer tendered to the coach, Hall would 
be compelled to call an impromptu meet- 
ing of the Athletic Board. Several of 
the members are out of the city and a 
vote would probably be taken by writ- 
ing.

A. A. U. Announces That Two 
Miles Is Too Little for River 
Event Here, Aug. 20. 


BIG YEAR FOR ST. LOUIS 


More Championships Awarded to 
Mound City Than at Any Time 
Since the World’s Fair. 


Women swimmers who brave the cur- 
rents of the Mississippi River in the an- 


nual races of the Western Rowing Club, 


will be in for a harder test than usual, 
That’s because the race of 
next Aug. 20 will be a national A. A, U, 
affair and the high guns of this organ- 
ization have stepped in and decided 


that the distance shall be FOUR, in- 
stead of the usual two miles.

Dr. Eckardt also stated that the en- 
try blanks and invitations for the event 
would be gent out next week and that 
all the stars of the country, including 
Olga Dorfner, the Philadelphia star, 
who recently won the 100-yard cham- 
rionship for women, Claire Galligan of 
New York and other women champions 
of the country would be asked to com- 
pete.

The better way is to 
fill the case about half way up the 
gears—unless the manufacturer recom- 
mends some other limit. 

Anything that tends to push a valve 
to one side or lift it by applying force 
in any way except centrally is lable 
to cause unequal and abnormal wear of 
both stem and seating. For this reason 
the end of the stem and the top of the 
lifter tappet should be true and square 
and make perfectly even contact, which 
cannot be done if either is unevenly 
worn, 

The ball che:k valves which control 
the movement of oil threugh the pump 
where pressure feed Jubrication is ad- 
hered to should be cleaned occasionally 
to insure proper working. 

Owners of light cars should bear in 
mind the fact that in a light machine 
vibration is very effective in loosening 
-nuts, bolts and screws than in a heavy 
car. This means, of course, that such 
things should be given no opportunity 
to get loose, but should be well taken 
care of with lock washers, split pins, 
and other trouble preventers. 

The varnish on a car newly painted 
is Hable to become speckled if it is 
rained on. The application of a mixture 
of equal parts of linseed ofl and malt 
vinegar, if well rubbed in, will render 
the marks less noticeable, 

Any kind of paint is not good to use 
for painting the cylinders. If you pro- 
pose cleaning and painting the motor, it 
is best to purchase and apply a special 
cylinder paint made for this purpose. 
This can be obtained at most any sun- 
ply store. 

The doors of the body often develop 
a rattle which is difficult to trace-and 
still more difficult to overcome, The 
installation of a couple of small rubber 
bumpers will often overcome this 
trouble. A plece of rubber from a lead 
pencil will quite often answer the pur- 
pose,

Often trouble is experienced on the 
road with broken universal joint pins 
on the propeller shaft. Where there is 
no garage in the vicinity a temporary 
repair can be made by using a bundle 
of tron wire or a heavy bolt wedged in 
the yokes or joint to pass the power to 
rear axies. 

It is not. good policy to see how long 
the valves will hold compression with- 
out grinding. The valves should be re- 
seated about every 2000 miles whether 
the compression is good or not. Espe- 
clally is this true with the exhaust 
vaives. If they are neglected too long 
they become pitted, and then it is dif- 
ficult to grind them i!nto good condition 
again. Very often after waiting until 
this condition arises it will be found 
necessary to install new valves. 


The spring clips which hold the springs 
to the axles should be frequently in- 
spected and tightened. A loose spring 
clip will cause a spring to break very 
quickly. A little of] and graphite in- 
jected between the spring leaves will 
make the spring more flexible and pre- 
vent squeaks due to rusting. 

When a car is newly painted care 
should be taken to remove any mud or 
other foreign matter as quickly as pos- 
sible. If the mud is allowed to stay on 
new paint overnight ft will be difficult 
to remove the mud stansa. If these 
stains penetrate the varnish ft will be 
necessary to retouch such places. After 
the varnish has been thoroughly set 
there is not so much danger. 

A motor that is subject to considerable 
vibration ia Hable to have its cylinders 
work loose on the crank case through 
the loosening of the holding down bolts 
or nuts if they are not watched. A 
wrench should be applied occasionally to 
make sure that everything is tight.

CATHOLICS AGAINST 
.V. LIS DROPPED 


Alderman _ Hart, Leader 
Knights of Columbus, Ad- 
vises Against Move.

An attempt to organize the Catho- 
lic societies of St. Louis to oppose 
the candidates for nominations at 
the primary who receive the indorse- 
ment of the secret Independent Vot- 
ers’ League fell through when, at a 
conference of the heads of local 
Catholic societies yesterday, such an 
organization was opposed by Luke 
E. Hart, member of the Board of Al- 
dermen and chairman of the Board 
of District Deputies of the Knights 
of Columbus, which is the governing 
body of that organization. 

Alderman Hart said of the oppost- 
tion of the Knights of Columbus to 
an organized campaign against the 
Low. dat 

“The Catholics are opposed to 
bringing religion into politics, they 
never have done it and do not pro- 
pose to do it at the coming primary. 
The Catholics have done their duty 
in the discovery, settlement and de- 
velopment of this country and they 
have always opposed religious in- 
tolerance, 

“The principle of religious toler- 
ance was founded in this country in 
the Catholic colony of Maryland by 
Lord Baltimore. Their principle has 
been fostered by the Catholics and 
is one of the’ fundamentals of the 
Declaration of Independence and of 
the United States Constitution. 

Opposed to Liberty. 

“A few narrow-minded bigots have 
undertaken to inject religion into 
politics to discriminate against the 
Catholics in ofvil, commercial and 
social affairs because of their reli- 
gion. They have succeeded in gain- 
ing the support of a considerable 
number of people under a misappre- 
hension of the real purposes of their 
organization. 

“As a result of this they have suc- 
ceeded in the past in electing to office 
men who subscribe to their views and 
who are opposed to the principle of re- 
ligious liberty which every true Amert- 
can cherishes. 

“Unfortunately we have a number of 
those people in the city of St. Louis 
who have organized for the ostensible 
purpose of keeping Catholics out of of- 
fice. This, however, is not their real 
purpose, as will be apparent to anyone 
who studies conditions in the city and 
the work done by the organization. 

“This is proven by the fact that the 
organization known as the Independent 
Voters’ League centers its efforts upon 
the dominant party and seeks to contro] 
its nominations. The Republican party 
is dominant in St. Louis, therefore the 
organization directs its efforts toward 
a control of its nominations, yet there 
is only one candidate on the entire Re- 
publican ticket who is a Catholic, Vital 
W. Garesche, a candidate for the Circuit 
bench. 

“This proves that the purposes of the 
organization are not as it pretends—to 
keep Catholics out of office—but, on the 
contrary, its only purpose is to boost 
into office its own narrow-minded, big- 
oted members. 

“The recognized head of the organiza- 
tion boasted of its success following the 
primary in the recent election of the 
first Board of Aldermen, and it seems 
quite clear that in a large measure It 
was successful. I belleve its success 
was due in part to the fact that the 
public did not understand the organiza- 
tion or its real motives. 

‘‘The Post-Dispatch has done much to- 
ward exposing it as a Dblack-mailing, 
meney-getting organization, whose rea] 
purpose is to put its own members into 
office, without regard to the public in- 
terest. I believe the work of the Post- 
Dispatch will lead to great good and 
eventually lead to the defeat of the 
secret organization. 

“Personally I propose to vote against 
every man known to be affiliated di- 
rectly or indire tly with the I. V. L., 
and trust every other fair-minded man 
will do the same. But, believing as the 
Catholics of this country have always 
believed, that the best interests of the 
nation demand that religion shall not 
Se mixed with politics, the Knights of 
Columbus have refused to take any part 
as an organization in the coming prim- 


Misleading Caption. 
The Knights of Columbus are the 


strongest Catholic org:nization in the 
city. Heads of several other organiza- 
tions followed «-lderman Hart's lead in 
declining to lend the strength of their 
societies to the plans of those who ad- 
vyocated it, and it is believed the plans, 
as a result will be dropped. 

The Post-Dispatch has obtained a copy 


of the ballot that will be mailed to: 
Republican voters Sy the Independent 
Voters’ League jst before the primary. 
The ballot is dated July 28, and is cap- 
tioned ‘‘Headquarters of the Republi- 
can Citizens’ Comm ('"ttee,’’ Similiar bal- 
lots have been circulated by the I. V. 
L.. at previous elections and the cap- 
tion is used in a~ effort to misguide 
the voters into bel'eving that the bal- 
lot is that of the Republican city Com- 
mittee. The ballot differs from the 
better known ballot ofthe I. V. L. only 
in that it does - ot contain the names 
of all candidates seeking the nomina- 
ticns for the various State and city 
offices, but only those of the candidates 
preferred by the secret league.

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OF CATCHING BIG 
SHARKS IN GULF 


W. Buck’ Taylor and Party Got. 
Monsters While Fishing 
for Tarpon. 


Sharks are not feared on the Texas 
Gulf coast, according to W. Buck Tay- 


lor, dealer in bank fixtures, “who has 
just returned from a tarpon fishing 
trip with a party of Texas bankers at) 
Mustang Island. On the contrary, he 
says, fishermen bait a hook for sharks 
and wade into the gulf to throw it to 
them, as the reputation of the shark for 
cowardice is well known, a rattling of 
the oars in the oarlocks of a boat being 
sufficient to scare the monsters away. 

Taylor's party caught three sharks 
during their stay, having been chal- 
lenged to try shark fishing by the mon- 
sters themselves by the regularity with 
which they grabbed tarpon from the 
sportemen's hooks. Taylor declares the 
tarpon fisherman loses about four out 
of every 10 tarpon to the shark, which 
ie not fast enough to catch them itself. 

How Sharks Are Caught. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Taylor re- 
lated the method used to catch sharks 
by his party. 

“We found the shark is very fond of 
the flesh of the tarpon, and as we were 
losing many of our catch to them, we 
decided to try and get a few. I ob- 
tained a five-gallon cask, and calked it 
airtight. I had a blacksmith attach an 
fron band around it with a ring to at- 
tach a line. 

“To the barrel we fastened about % 
feet of chain and a heavy hook, which 
we baited with half a tarpon. To the 
barrel we also attached a heavy line 
and an airtight tin can, which acted as 
& buoy to show us the end of our line. 
We dropped the cask and chain in the 
gulf at a 50-foot depth, and then trolled 
— in @& motor boat to await the 

un.

We 
killed our first catch by emptying an 
automatic revolver into his head. 

One Weighed 500 Pounds. 

Taylor said one of the sharks caught 
was about nine feet long and weighed 
about 500 pounds. Another, about 15 
feet in length, he said, would probably 
weigh 1200 pounds.

In his last return Stewart gave 
his taxable personality as of an @&- 
gregate value of $2930, consisting of 
$560 in notes, bonds and other 
credits, $2230 in miscellaneous prop- 
erty and $50 in cash. 

The discrepancy is apparent rather 
than real, according to Judge Wil- 
liams. He said that of the $550 in 
notes listed, $350 is the note of an 
attérney, who has since. died, and is 
valueless, $100 was not taxable June 
1, 1915, when the return was made, 
and $100 is a note ofr a boy attend- 
ing Missouri University and has no 
present value. 

“Most of the bonds mentioned in 
the inventory are worthless,” Wil- 
liams said. “There are, for instance, 
$10,000 in bonds of the El Reno & 
Western Railroad, of no quotable 
value; $7000 in bonds of the Missouri 
& North Arkansas Railroad, which is 
in the hands of receivers and the re- 
ceivers have issued certificates for 
an amount sufficient to render these 
bonds practically worthless. 

$20,500 in Railroad Bonds. 

“One is a $6500 second mortgage 
bond of the Racquet Club. There are 
also $20,500 in bonds of the Hudson & 
Manhattan Railroad Co., but it does 
not appear that Mr. Stewart owned 
these June 1, 1915. Neither does the 
inventory show that he had more 
thon $50 in cash at that time, al- 
though it does show positively that a 
large amount of the cash listed has 
Leen received by his executors since 
his death.” 

Nor does the inventory show, Judge 
Williams added, that he had more 
than $650 in “notes, bonds and other 
credits,” at the time the return was 
made. It was also explained that the 
valuation of $6329.10 on chattels in 
the inventory was made by an ap- 
praiser. Judge Williams says this is 
not in conflict with Stewart’s sworn 
estimate of the value of his personal 
property. 


WARSPITE IS READY FOR FIGHT

AT DEDICATION OF 
NEW cll CENTER 


Old Memorial Arts Building For- 
mally Occupied by Young ° 
Citizens. 


Nearly 500 Boy Scouts lined up with 
Mayor Kiel, President Howard of the 
Business Men’s League and H. H. 
Simmons, St. Louis Scout Master, be- 
fore the old Memorial Arts building 
at Nineteenth and Locust streets yes- 
terday afternoon for the dedication of 
the building as a civic center for the 
young citizens of St. Louis. Mayor 
Kiel welcomed the boys to their new 
headquarters and A. F. L. Schmidt, 
treasurer of the Business Men’s 
League, presented to Howard a huge 
key, symbolic of the connecting link 
between his efforts for the young 
men of the city and their apprecia- 
tion. 

In his welcoming talk the Mayor 
told the Boy Scouts about his own 
school days in St. Louis. In those 
days there was no such organization, 
and he reminded them that with their 
added opportunities came added re- 
sponsibilities for good citizenship. He 
urged that they all begin early in life 
to be loyal boosters for St. Louls, The 
Mayor pledged himself to aid in every 
possible manner the new civic cen- 
ter. The boys gave him rousing 
cheers. 

Howard Chief Speaker. 

President Howard, who conceived 
the idea of the civic center at the old 
art building and the young citizen 
plan, was the principal Speaker. He 
told how the idea started after he had 
asked for the beautification of the 
building during the national Demo- 
cratic convention. He said that his 
first request was turned down, but 
when he reminded the V'ashington 
University corporation authorities of 
the history connected with the struc- 
ture they were enthusiastic in the 
idea for its beautification and use 
during the convention. 

The clean-up of the building and the 
grounds was done by the Young--Men’s 
Progressive Civic Association -and the 
Boy Scouts, and from their help How- 
ard got the idea of the permanent head- 
quarters for the young men’s and boys’ 
organizations. He was given permis- 
sion to occupy the building unless it is 
sold by the university corporation, and 
if the movement is successful, to buy 
the building for the permanent use of 
the young men and boys. Robert S. 
Brookings, president of the Washington 
University corporation, has pledged a 
contribution as large as that of any 
other donor. 

Howard told the boys of his many 
plans for the use of the buildifig, which, 
however, have not been definitely formu- 
lated. The Boy Scouts will have their 
headquarters in the west wing and the 
Young Citizens will be established in 
the east wing. There will be a library, | 
reading room, drill room and the large 
auditorium for meetings of all kinds. 

Howard plans to have an organization 
of as many mothers as there are Boy 
Scouts. The mothers will supervise the 
activities of the organizations in the 
building. Later, if the structure be- 
comes the property of the Young Citi- 
zens or the Boy Scouts or the city, a 
swimming pool, tennis courts and a 
large gymnasium are planned. 

: Plan of Development. 

The plan for the development of the 
members is that they will first be Boy 
Scouts, then Junior Citizens, from 18 
to 30 years old, and then probably affil- 
fate with the Business Men's League, 
the name of which, according to How- 
ard, will probably soon be changed to 
the Chamber of Commerce. Then the 
young men would be known as the 
Junior Citizens of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

With a beginning membership of 7000 
young and enthusiastic workers in the 
young citizen movement, Howard pre- 
dicted the development of one of the 
most powerful forces for the future cit- 
izenship, civic interest and pride of 
St. Louls. He said that the movement 
will result in the ultimate regeneration 
of the district between Eighteenth 
street and Grand avenue, and between 
Market street and Cass avenue. He 
urged the co-operation of 40,000 citizens 
in the work. 


EXPECTS EMIGRATION AFTER WAR 


Sir Rider Haggard Tells of Condi- 
tions in England Making for It. 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Sir Rider 
Haggard, who has been touring the 
self-governing dominions of the Brit- 
ish empire as the representative of 
the Royal Colonial Institute, came, 
down from Ottawa and sailed today 
for Liverpool on the American liner 
St. Louts. 

“My object,” he explained, “has 
been to ascertain what facilities in | 
the way of land settlement and em- 
ployment the various dominions and 
states are prepared to give to im- 
perial service men on conclusion of 
the war. Of course, it is impossible 
to say what number of soldiers and 
their families will wish to emigrate 
at the close of the war. But if past 
experience is any guide they are 
likely to be many. Wages at home 
can scarcely remain at their present 
level .and women have flowed in 
thousands into occupations that were 
formerly filled by men, whence they 
will not lightly be disturbed.”

- *fteld of Shiloh. Those who have 
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that for beauty of design it will 
take second place to no other 
column in the park. It is to be 
raised as a tribute to the valor 
of the Confederate soldier. 

It might also be considered a 
monument to the patience and 
perseverance of Southern women 
who for 10 years have been con- 
tributing in small sums until 
they have already collected $40,- 
000 of .the $50,000 it is to cost. 
Mrs. Alexander B. White of Paris, 
Tenn., has been in general super- 
vision over the movement. She 
declares the shaft will be unveiled 
in October. 

It is to be of Mount Airy 
granite. Across the front it is 
35 feet; the highest point, the 
central group of figures, is 18% 
feet. All the figures are in 
bronze and of heroic size, 9 feet. 
The central group is entitled 
“Victory Defeated’ by Death.” 
Death and Night are shown 
snatching away the laurel wreath 
from the Confederacy. The 
sculptor is Frederick C, Hibbane 
of Chicago. He is to receive 
$12,000 this month, the other 
$12,000 to be paid when the 
monument is completed. 

Three inscriptions are to be 
placed on the back of the monu- 
ment and these have been sub- 
mitted to the War Department 

«aePy which the Shiloh National 
Park is controlled. J&st what 
these inscriptions are has not 
been announced and probably will 
not be until after approval by 
the War Department.

Shiloh Park, announced it.would be presented to Mrs. White 
when the monument is completed. 

It was Mrs. White who first Asked the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy to erect such a monument at Shiloh. .She 
has been at the head of the Shiloh work for the Daughters 
of the Confederacy for 10 years as director-general of the 
entire organization throughout the United States and director 
for the State of Tennessee. She caused the formation of 
subcommittees in every state where there is a chapter of the 
organization, and these have collected over $40,000 for the monu- 
ment, and this was done without taking one dollar from a needy 
Confederate Veteran or a needy Southern woman or from their 
educational work. 

It was hard, slow work, with an ice cream supper to raise $10, 
a concert, a home talent play, a dance or card party; any way to 
raise a few dollars and jubilation—if the result netted $25. In 
just such ways have the Daughters got together more than $40,000, 
for with the exception of a few personal donations from friends 
all the money has come from the Daughters’ chapters, 

One year—it was while Mrs. White was president-general of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy—the organization raised 
$8000, Mrs. White, herself, realizing over $1500 from a calendar 
sale which she directed from Paris, in addition to the other work 
she was doing at that time. 

No other organization had been asked to help with the monu- 
ment fund until the recent Birmingham reunion of Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans when Mrs. White asked their help in raising 
$12,000 then needed to complete the monument. The Sons re- 
sponded with cash $78, in contributions and pledges of about $500, 
The convention passed a resolution urging every son of a Confederate 
Veteran to send Mrs. White at least $1 for the Shiloh fund. 

The fund campaign has been conducted solely by women without the aid 
or advice of any men, except the sculptor, Mr. Hibbane, and Mr. Rice of 
Shiloh Park, who, in co-operation with the committee, will.make the de- 
tails meet all the requirements of the War Department.

HE popular impression of the late Mrs. 
Hetty Green, whose reputed fortune of 
$100,000,000 gave her the title of “the 
world’s richest woman,” pictured this 

remarkable personage as being hard and close- 
fisted, with uncanny business instincts. But 
those who came into intimate contact with 
Mrs. Green remember her as a sweet-voiced old 
lady who won and merited the affection of her 
friends by many acts of kindness. 

The world at large, dazzled by her wealth 
and mystified by her eccentricities, considered 
her harsh and parsimonious. To outsiders she 
seemed a strange anachronism—one who, pos- 
sessing @ vast fortune in an age of lavish ez- 
penditure,. preserved the strict frugality of her 
New England forbears in a time when ezact 
thrift was a necessity of existence. But that 
she had another side—a winning human side— 
is shown by the following anecdotes. 


RS. GREEN often knew the 
business of every man and 
woman with whom she had 
dealings better than they did 
themselves. It was thought 
by some who knew her that 
this may have been one of 

her reasons for dressing so shabbily. Many 
of her clients and tenants were poor people 
and she liked to go among them unknown and 
unnoticed, getting an inside knowledge of their 
lives that would have been impossible had her 
identity been disclosed. 

She even lived at various times in poor 
neighborhoods where her property was located, 
taking in with her bright eyes all that was go- 
ing on in the humble homes around her. Prob- 
ably many a discouraged fellow out of work 
never attributed his newly found job to the 
shabby old lady on the floor above; while 
many a poor woman, at wit’s end to know 
where the month’s rent was coming from, 
never ascribed the envelope containing the 
necessary amount, which was slipped under 
her door, to the queer old, woman across the 
hall. . 


Not long before her death, Mrs. Green asked 
a young woman who had been doing type- 
writing for her to come in the evening and 
finish some important work. The young wom- 
an was kept quite late, and when she was go- 
ing Mrs. Green slipped a $20 bill into her 
hand. 

“But, Mrs. Green, this is entirely too much,” 
the stenographer protested. “I am only too 
glad to do this for you. What little work I 
did tonight is not worth all this.” 

“Your gladness to do it is worth much more 
than that to me,” replied Mrs. Green. “Here, 
take the money and don’t be a fool,” and she 
motioned the astonished young woman from 
the room.

BIRD’S-EYE view of this perilous country 
which so often has been the battle ground 
for great armies, would show one a 
chalky plain, crisscrossed with valleys 
marking slight depressions in the un- 
derbrush. No pronounced heights but 
great undulations of sparsely covered 

pasture lands, traversed here and there by tiny streams. 

The greatest elevations are not more than 200 or 250 

yards above the general level. There are few natural 

obstacles to favor a brisk offensive but the ground is 
studded with clumps of pine which cover all the hil- 
locks and are scattered through the valleys and plains, 
forming almost geometric rectangles and parallels. 

These are the natural defenses or, at least, shelters, 

forming a sort of curtain behind which are concealed 

the preparatory works of a campaign. 

The only thoroughfares crossing it are state and 

’ department roads which, bordered as they are with 
tr present to the view only a simple 
pastoral setting. Not a house, not even 

a cottage, no habitation, save here and 

there a lonely village on the banks of a 

brook, serves as a landmark for this plain 

which is a part of the Chalons army 
maneuver ground. The bird's-eye view 
' gives an impression of a vast, desolate 
~ waste, although if you go to the east you 
will find the famous champagne vineyard 
\ country of France or, if you go to the 
" east, you will reach the beautiful forests 
of the Argonne. It is not surprising that 
’ great battles should have taken place in 
’ such a country. Indeed it seems reason- 
able that they should when one thinks of 
* the military adage that an enemy should 
* be drawn to some place where material 
. waste may be reduced to a minimum. 
Here is .such a place—a place where 
everything seems shriveled and desolate 
in comparison with the rest of France. 

Such was the country as the tourist 
saw it before the events of 1914 and the 
great offensive of 1915. Now try to pic- 
ture the same country, streaked with 
sinuous lines of chalky earth thrown up 
from main and connecting trenches which 

wind back and forth between the battle 

front and the shelters for reserves, like 

huge white serpents. Put into the midst 
as of it great defense works, barracks for 
es soldiers, huge excavations running in all 
et directions, barbed wire entang‘ements 
and other artificial obstructions, batteries, 
most of them hidden from sight by masses 
of brush, and thus you will have an in- 
trenched field, where feverish activity is 
going on while, hovering over it in their 
captive balloons or droning aeroplanes 
the army observers soar, as if indifferent 
to the countryside below them. 

There are no guides to pilot you 
through this maelstrom. You need not 
look for the names that are printed on 

* your map, for here a new geographic 
nomenclature has been born. There is 
not a knoll, not a foot of wood, not an 
isolated tree which has not been num- 
bered or named for military convenience, 
according either to its location or form or to the fancy 
of the soldiers. Enemy trenches have been christened 
as well as our own. They form to the north fortifica- 
tions very similar to ours. 

Let us glance at the hostile defenses which we are 
soon to take by storm (for already the preparations for 
assault are being made back of our lines). To the left 
is the formidable redoubt, Trou Bricot; to the right a 
nest of shell craters—what tragedies are hidden there! 
How many of our own dead must we avenge!

The men are marching single 
file without crowding so as to avoid a collision for 
such accidents caused the explosion of grenades yes- 
terday afternoon and this morning in another part of 
the field. On the way two other battalions of our 
regiment join our column at the head of which I am 
marching with Commander Hivert. The weather is 
threatening and heavy gray clouds hang low in the 
sky. Yesterday’s enthusiasm has given place to a 
brooding silence in which one senses among the men 
quiet determination to dare any dangers in the offen- 
sive on which so many hopes are built. We hear the 
big guns roaring at short intervals although as yet no 
charge has been delivered. Without incident we reach 
the ridge north of which are our first line trenches, 

4 o'clock: We arrive at the appointed time at the 

Merlon trench This trench, the most important of 
those parallel with the first line, is already filled with 
troops, which have come from all directions for the 
concentration which precedes the attack. We wait. 
The cannonade goes on but we do not yet know the 
time set for the charge to begin—no or- 
ders have come, although Commandant 
Hivert seems to be expecting them mo- 
mentarily. Col. Strudel arrives with the 
415th infantry, which is to follow us in 
the assault. At last we advance to take 
our places at the points from which we 
shall launch our assault upon the en- 
emy’s trenches. No sooner arrived than 
we begin placing ladders so we can climb 
out of our ditches as quickly and with as 
little confusion as possible. 3 

The more we advance towards the 
front, the more we find our trenches shot 
to pieces. Indeed, in certain places they 
have been almost destroved, and yet the 
Boches have replied only feebly to our 
bombardment of the last three days. 

._ What a condition their own trenches must 
be in! 

Here we are At last, at the very front 
line trenches, such as they are, and are 
hiding in communicating ditches. We 
learn that a company of the 24th Terri- 
torials, which has been on guard here for 
the last several days, was sorely pressed 
yesterday. Wishing to keep the Germans 
uncertain as to our intentions, our Gen- 
eral ordered a feint attack, which drew 
a terrific fire from the enemy, as a result 
of which the company lost half of its 
men and all of its officers, who were as- 
sembled in a bomb-proof. Many bodies 
which could not be buried are still lying 
on the ground, partly covered by debris. 
Such a spectacle is scarcely expected to 
fire the enthusiasm of those who have 
just come up. A fine drizzle of rain has 
begun to make us uncomfortable in other 
ways. .Those of us who can get into the 
shelter trenches and bomb-proofs. How- 
ever, owing to preparations for the attack, 
most of the men are forced to remain 
in the open trenches. Yet the danger is 
scarcely greater there than elsewhere, for 
the protection from the rain offered by 
a few centimeters of earth is counterbal- 
anced by the risk of a cave-in. 

Throughout the wait our chiefs are in conterence. 
Telephone communications are coming in from every 
direction. The bombardment redoubles in intensity, 
not slackening for an instant. On our side the tumult 
is frightful, the cannons and field pieces are literally 
raining projectiles upon the points we are expected to 
capture. In front of us the spectacle is awful, 


un- 
earthly. Trench artillery, torpedoshells, field guns, 
etc., are -performing an infernal dance, delivering a 


niineral hail, a sleet of iron and steel which makes the 
earth tremble and harrows the ground for the attack 
which we now know is to start at 9:15 a. m. 

Orders have been given to mount the breastworks, 
so we can rush forth more rapidly to the attack, but 
the soldiers had anticipated them, curiosity having 
led them out of the shelters. Already many are im- 
patiently waiting the moment set for the advance. The 
Germans are seen to be evacuating part of their first 
line, groups of them fleeing to the rear and our men 
become joyful, joking ceaslessly as enthusiasm spreads.

HEN a man leaves the ordinary af- 
fairs of everyday life behind him, 
and gets out into the woods for a 
time, he cannot do it with the same 
abandon with which he goes to the 
theater. He meets conditions there 
that are entirely new to him; he 

must shift th wea wa to a great extent, and if he 


wishes to eat,\ keep’ warm and, in fact, to exist at all, 
there are certain-things he must know. 

The Forest Service of the United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued a handbook for the use of camp- 
ers, containing some valuable information on what a 
camper should. know, and what he should take with 
bim when he goes into the woods. Here, for instance, 
ix what the handbook has to say regarding clothing, 
etc.: 

“In outfitting for forest travel, the following outfit 
will serve as a guide: 

“Old business suit, 


or khaki, whipcord or overall 


“For temporary camps the fire should be built as 
follows: 

“Dig a hole about a foot deep about three or four 
feet in diameter. Shovel away the side toward the 
wind. Lay green poles across the hole to support the 
pots and pans and build the fire underneath. 

“Burn all kitchen refuse in the camp fire; it will 
not affect the cooking. Burn everything—coffee 
grounds, parings, meat, bones, even old tin cans—for if 
thrown out anywhere, even buried, they may attract 
flies. Refuse once burned will not attract flies. If 
burning jis impracticable, dig a hole for the refuse, leav- 
ing the earth piled up on the edge, and cover any ad- 
dition with a layer of dirt. 

“First-aid packets should be included with the camp 
outfit; also a first-aid manual, which should be studied 
before starting out. In case of any serious accident 
get to a telephone at once and send for a physician. 

“To stop bleeding, apply pressure directly over the 
wound, either by the fingers or by means of a com- 


material. Mackinaw or sweater. Underwear, medium press. The latter is preferable. If the bleeding cannot 
weight.

The fo.owing ration list is used 
by the Forest Service as a guide to 
fire fighters on the fire line and may 
be of service to campers in outfitting 
camping trips. The list shows the 
amounts of various articles required to subsist 10 men 
one day. The requirements of one man for 10 days 
will be approximately’ the same, and supplies for any 
number may be computed from the figures given:

“Camp stoves should be taken whenever 
they can be transported,” the handbook says. 
“They are safer than open fires, more 
convenient, require less fuel and do not 
blacken the cooking utensils. Collapsible 
sheetiron stoves may be obtained. In the 
absence of a stove an open fire must be 
built. A safe and serviceable fireplace can 
be built of rocks placed in a small circle 
so as to support the utensils. Where rocks 
are not obtainable, poles may be used. For 
permanent camps it pays to build a stone 
fireplace. A piece of sheet iron will pre- 
vent the blackening of the pans and make 
a better draft. . 


ry} 
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Some of the most approved methods of building fireplaces for cook 
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bre controlled by this method, apply- pressure to the blood 
vessel which supplies the bleeding part, the pressure 
being applied always between the wound and the heart. 

“To make a tourniquet tie a strong bandage, handker- 
chief or necktie about the wounded part. Place a smooth 
pebble or similar hard substance directly over the blood 
vessel. Insert a stick within the bandage and twist it 
tight. 

“In case of burns exclude air and keep parts. abso- 
lutely clean. Treat with vaseline or olive oil. Lacking 
these, use a solution of ba*ing soda. Where large 
blisters are formed, remove the fluid before dressing. 
Prick near the edge with a needle that has been passed 
several times through a flame and gently press out the 
water. Where the clothing sticks to the flesh do not re- 
move it forcibly. Cut it away as close to the burn as 
possible and soften with oil before removing it. 

“Sprained ,parts should have absolute rest. Apply 
water as hot as can be borne. After the first day or 
two apply splints and bandages if necessary. 

“When a person is suffering from sunstroke the skin 
is dry and hot, the breathing quick and the heart action 
violent. Place patient on his back, head slightly 
raised, in a cool, shady spot. Loosen clothing. Apply 
cold water, first to the head and then to the body, until 
temperature has been reduced and consciousness re- 
turns.” 

Some additional information, that will prove very 
helpful to campers, is given below. This is taken from 
“The Book of Stars,” by A. Frederick Collins. (D. Ap- 
pleton & Co.): 

“To light a fire with the heat of the sun, hold a mag- 
nifying glass away from the paper or leaves, so that the 
rays of the sun are brought to a point like the sharp- 
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ing when in camp. 


ened end of a lead pencil; when all the 
light, each of which carries a little heat, are brought to 
a point, they will make enough heat to light a piece of 
paper or a dry leaf. 

“To find the north by a watch, hold the watch face 
upward, then turn the watch around until the hour 
hand points in the direction of the sun. Draw an imag- 
inary line from the hour XII through the center of 
your watch to the hour VI and produce the line, or ex- 
tend it. If, now, in the middie of these two lines, 
which form an angle, you draw another line from 
center of the watch and produce or extend it, the m 
line will point just about north.” 

It is seldom that campers will take a barometer with 
them; so the next best thing is to forecast the weather 


by signs. And to know what the morrow's weather 


will be is very essential to the camper. 

“*Red at night is the sailor's delight,’ is an old fore- 
cast, and means that the morrow will be a fine day. 

“*Red in the morning is the sailor's warning’ which 
means that rain is coming. 

“A golden sunset 
high wind is coming. 

“A yellow sunset is a sign that 
rain is coming. 

“When the sun sets clear it is a 
sign of a fine day on the morrow. 

“When the sun sets behind a cloud 
it is a sign that the next day will 
be cloudy or rainy. 

“A misty dawn shows the coming 
of a fine day. 

“A low dawn, that is, when the sun 
shows clear on rising, shows the com- 
ing of a fine day. 

“A high dawn, that is, when the 
sun rises over a blaze, or clouds, 
shows wind.” 


Contributors to Popular Mechanics 
who have had experience in the wilds, 
have submitted helpful suggestions 
toward making camp life more pleas- 
ant. One of these tells how a service- 
able bed can be made with little 
effort. Four forked stakes are driven 
into the ground so that the crotches 
are on a level and about one foot 
from the ground. Poles are laid in 
the crotches, lengthwise of the bed 
and canvas covering double-la

A desirable lantern for camp use is one that utilizes 
a candle instead of a lamp?~A block of wood is cut 
octagonally and on this a metal collar is fastened, its 
diameter being the same as that of the base of an 
ordinary oil lantern globe. Four headless nails are 
driven into the center of the block, spaced so as to 
hold an ordinary candle securely. A piece of galvan- 
ized wire is formed into a U-shape and the ends fas- 
tened into the block of wood outside of the candle 
socket and within the globe circle. A conical piece 
of tin or zinc is formed to fit over the top of the 
globe. , 


A wash basin support can be made of three stakes, 
cut from saplings and driven into the ground. The 
basin is hung by its rim between the ends of the 
stakes. Wherever a suitable tree is handy, a seat can 
be constructed by boring two oneinch holes, eight 
inches apart in the trunk 15 inches above the ground, 
and driving two pins about 12 inches long, cut from a 
sapling, into them. The extending ends are supported 
on legs of the same material. The seat is made of a 
slab with the rounding side down. 


For the permanent camp, a garment or utensil hanger 
can be made from a long strap by attaching hooks 
made of wire to it. Each hook should be about four 
inches long and of about No. 9 gauge wire. A ring is 
bent on one end of the wire, the other end of which is 
stuck through a hole punched in the center of the belt. 
The ring prevents the wire from passing through the 
leather. The strap can be buckled around a tree or 
tent pole, : :

Unforgettable moment! Forever engraved on the 
menury will be these minutes in which now one un- 
fortunately cannot comprehend details yet which incar- 
nate a most glorious vision of France. 

“Charge for France!” A holy intoxication thrills 
us. Our surroundings are a fugitive vision but all our 
thoughts are upon victory’ and we are ready for the 
supreme sacrifice. We triumph over the animal in- 
stinct of fear. 

In spite of the shells which have already thinned the 
front rows we keep on. We scarcely hear the field 
niusic from a wood behind us. Buglers and drummers 
advance with us, sounding the charge, but all is 
drowned out in the roar: “Forward. Vive la France!” 
In a few seconds the German counter fire is launched, 
but happily | am already far in advance. Casting a 
glance behind me I see men still coming out of our 
trenches, not in regular order, but hastening through 
the furnace, striding upon the bodies of the fallen 
or upon any other obstacle in their path to the only 
goal their eves can behold. 

Bullets hiss around us. 
the noises of the indescriba- 
ble tumult come confused- 
ly to our ears. We advance 
over broken ground, heaped 
with all kinds of debris. 
Our Colonel and his second 
in command are carrying 
the flag, always in front. 
The way is open. The men 
assigned to clear the 
trenches of enemy remnants 
behind our advance £0 
steadily about their task, 
but there is little for them 
to do, for the Germans who 
have stood at their posts 
seem entirely resigned ito 
fate. They raise their arms 
in surrender and volunteer 
to succor our wounded. 

The German first line has 
been easily broken. Our 
projectiles have so plowed 
up their defenses that one 
can scarcely recognize them 
as trenches. In places they 
have been obliterated under 
masses of earth and stone. 
Other trenches which formed 
part of the position with 
barbed wire entanglements, 
wire chevaux des frises, 
cave shelters and field ar- 
tillery fortifications are in 
the same state. 

But we have advanced too rapidly and already have 
passed the spot agreed upon between our chiefs and 
the artillery. Scarcely have we passed this limit when 
the shells of our own 75s begin falling among us, 
killing a few and somewbat quenching our enthusiasm. 
Our frenzy abates somewhat and we give the agreed- 
unon signal to warn the artillery to desist. 

Unfortunately a thick fog has settled down upon us 
and prevents us from distinguishing objects at any 
great distance. We send up rockets but it is of no 
avail. Attacking forces are always too quick. Burst- 
ing shells decimate our ranks, without, however, stop- 
ping the men. 

There is no communication with the rear and we 
cannot depend upon the aviators since the weather 
keeps- them from flying. Still marching towards the 
north we come to a wood, entirely stripped of foliage. 
We think it must certainly conceal some ambuscade. 
Imagine our joy when we stumble upon abandoned 


Balls strike or graze, but 
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A thick fog settles. We send up rockets but it 
is of wo avail. 
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material and take possession of guns, making prison- 
ers of the gunners, still quite amazed at the rapidity 
of our advance. Some of them refuse to surrender but 
fight to the last and die on their gun carriages. We 
surprise other men in shelters and our guards take 
charge of them. | 


Now we begin to feel the enemy’s resistance stiffen- 
ing. At some spots their 77-centimeter shells rip up 
the underbrush and do us damage. Our men have ad- 
vanced four kilometers, but has it been the same to 
the right and left of us? We rather doubt it, because 
a flanking movement seems under way. Isolated groups 
of sharpshooters appear to prevent us debouching from 
the wood, which we must do to gain the last hill of 
the destination assigned us. 


Between us and our objective lies a rather wide 
valley through which passes the Souain-to-Theure road. 
We pause to take observations but see nothing that 
appears remarkable. Here and there groups of Ger- 
mans are fleeing to join their comrades who, no doubt, 
are attempting to reorganize their rear lines of de- 
fense. Much booty has fallen into our hands. Fine 
saddie horses, fully accoutered, gallop towards us. The

men have picked up many sabers, helmets and personal 
articles. 

We are at Elberfeld camp and it is 11 o’clock, but we 
inust continue our advance at all costs. We mount 
again to the crest of the hill, which on the chart is 
marked “Wood 193,” and once more halt. A Boche 
battery hidden in the valley to the left of us opens 
upon our flank. Some of us think it is one of our 
own batteries but the check amounts to little, for, 
while our infantry scales the incline, others attack the 
artillerymen and put them out of the fight. 

Thus at 11 o’clock we have gained Hill 193 opposite 
the heights which dominate the southern part of the 
valley of the Py. Little by little the hill is blackened 
with figures and in a short time there is an unbe- 
lievable confusion uf men belonging to many units and 
waiting for orders. Many groups appear forgetful that 
we are so near the fire of the enemy. Around the flags 
of the 52d and the 140th they are intoning the Mar- 
seillaise—a hymn of victory. The cry “We've got ’em!” 
rises on all sides. While some of the companies are 
“counting off,” other men are asking for news of miss- 
ing ones and some are telling how our hopes of shat- 
tering the enemy’s lines will be completely realized 
when the reserves come up. 

What has become of the regiment which, with ours, 
formed the brigade which first left the trenches, which 
followed us and which must have supported us at a 
little distance to the left and skirted the famous Trou 
Bricot? Were they held up by the flank fire of those 
who held that fort? We are still raising the question 
when, to our left, we see a thick black smoke. The air 
vibrates from a terrific explosion and, a short. while 
later, we learn that some mines have been blown up 
under our young comrades of the 415th. A company 
has been buried, we hear, and a bloody struggle is 
taking place. Trou Bricot, although nearly taken, is 
the scene of a resistance which, without doubt, must be 
ended by our artillery. 


However, we must think of other things now, for 
opposite us is another crest as important as those a)l- 
ready taken. Some of the men advance into the val- 
ley and we debouch but do not go very far, for a copse 
of pines on the other incline serves as a rallying point 
for the enemy and they are converging there from sev- 
eral directions, coming in groups from everywhere, even 
from our left, where the ground appears to be a sort 
of elevated plateau. Our vanguard begins to fall back 
and the commandant, after studying the situation. gives 
orders that we must prepare to hold Hill 193 and in- 
structs the men to dig in. 

The weather, without being absolutely bad, has never- 
theless been unfavorable to us so far and we. have 
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down, digging” hurriedly into tha 

chalky soil with entrenching tools, seeking pro- 
tection behind the slightest natural swell of earth. 
And yet, in spite of it all, in the midst of these sor- 
1rowful surrounjings, in spite of the fact that we still 
foresee a long struggle, an infinite joy fills our hearts. 
One is prouc of himself, proud of his comrades, for 
we have done the task assigned us. We have attained 
the goal towards which our soldiers have looked for 
months. Would that others to come may have our 
luck and the Germans be soon driven out of France 
forever! At this moment the hill before us, with its 
small clumps of trees, has a mysterious significance 
that shall live forever in our memory. 
How shall I narrate the rest of the multitude of 
episodes of that day? No; I shall pass over them in 
silence. I do not wish to recount the heroic acts of 
our men nor to attempt to analyze their emotions. In: 
deed, we knew nothing of what was going on about 
us for a part of that afternoon in which we were try: 
ing to establish connections with the forces to our left, 
that with the right having been established with thse 
arrival of the 140th on the field. 
Over inside the German lines we observe cyclists on 
the trail along the woods, probably trying to reach 
their section cut off by our 
lines. Rockets are sent uj 
from Trou Bricot, apparent- 
lyf confirming that belief. 
On a knoll to our left we 
perceive some isolated earth. 
works, small defensive 
places, from which observa- 
tions of our positions are be- 
ing frequently taken. 


It rains all afternoon, a 
fine drizzle, from which we 
seek relief by working at our 
intrenching. A part of ar 
old trench helps, but the 
men are fagged out from 
the fatigues of the morning 
and are prone from time te 
time to relax the vigilance 
which must be maintained at 
all costs. 


Evening comes and, 
thanks to the darkness, we 
make attempts to learn 
something as to the situation | 
of our flanks. At the left, 
instead of being straight, the - 
line turns at a right angle 
until it reaches the valley 
and then straightens again 
and runs parallel to the - 
north, guarded by pickets of 
the various regiments. 

Order has not yet been re- 
established in all the commands, officers in many in- 
stances being separated from their men. Our chiefs not 
knowing how many men would be found in a given place, 
it would be necessary, in case of action, to rally as best 
we could and form new groups under command of what- 
ever officers happened to be there. 

Upon reaching the outskirts of Trou Bricot I learned 
of the death of Col. Strudel. His regiment holds the 
approaches to this stronghold, but what a spectacle! 
One hears nothing but the cries of men in the death 
agony, or of the calls of .wounded men in shell holes 
and caved-in trenches, some begging for water, some 
imploring help, and a few praying for death, Many 
have no longer the power to complain but utter groans 
to which there is no response. Time now to think only 
of the living and unwounded while the more stricken 
ones can only suffer and die! Would you approach 
them? O poignant sight! Here in a corner is only a 
heap of human bones and flesh and yet groans come 
from it. The air is pervaded with an odor doubtless 
peculiar to the battlefield—that charnel house of suf- 
fering and misery but of heroism, too, as unmeasurable 
as glorv itself. 
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men are lying down in the rain; digging hur- 
riedly in the chalky soil. : 
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ILLIAM F, SAUNDERS, secretary of 
the Business Men’s League of St. 
Louis, declared a little more than 
two years ago that the things which 
St. Louis needed most in an indus- 
trial way were a plant for the manu- 
facture of pig iron, a cotton mil! and 
the establishment of a river freight service between 
this ~ity and New Orleans. Today the first has been 
realized, the way has been opened for the second and 
public spirited men are hard at work secking the at. 
tainment of the third. 

When this issue of the Post-Dispatch Maga: ine 
reaches the reader there will appear on the skyline in 
the direction of Carondelet at night a red glare like 
that which illumines the eastern section of Pittsburg 
end which imaginative travelers have likened to the 
lower regions. It will be caused by the operations of 
the mammoth blasting furnace of the M’ssissippi Val- 
ley Iron Co., which will be turning out molten pig iron 
at the rete of from 250 to 300 tons daily, starting St. 
Louis in rivalry with Pittsburg, Cleveland and other 
cities to the east, where iron and steel constitute one 
of the chief products. The annual output in St. Louis 
will be in the hundreds of thousands of tons and the 
market for it is mostly tributary to this city. Five 
hundred tons of ore and 250 tons of coke will be re- 
guired daily. 

At the start the ore will be supplied from the Great 
Lakes region, but later there will be brought to the 
plant a mixture of ore taken from the fields of Missouri 
and from one situated near Waukon, lo., which has 
been acquired by the company. When this is done pig 
iron can be turned out here more cheaply than in 
Cleveland or Pittsburg. The molten metal] will travel 
directly from the furnace to the molds and loaded into 
cars on a spur track to one side. In addition, the com- 
pany, which is operating the only coke furnace in Mis- 
souri, has found a market for its clay, cinders and slag, 
the last named being used among other things for 
railroad beds, as an ingredient of concrete and in the 
macadamizing of roads. A crusher for the slag has 
been installed, this being something which few plants 
have. About 150 men will be employed at first and 
the entire project represents a total investment of «bout 
$5,000,000. 

The establishment of this blast furnace is one of the 
best things St. Louis has done in recent years toward 
holding its place on the industrial map, but it by no 
means tells the whole story. The fruition of the second 
of his dreams Mr. Saunders hopes to see through the 
success of the new Lowell Cotton Bleachery, which also 
is —e established in Carondelet and which is ex- 
to be in operation in October. The old bleachery 
at 3807 Laclede avenue, which was an experimental one, 
will be discontinued. _It employes from 40 to 50 hands. 
The new one will require a force of 2500. 


States lies only about 400 miles south of St. Louis, and 
under present conditions the cotton is shipped to East- 
ern mills and bleached there, traveling a circuitous 
route of possibly 2000 miles before it reaches the Mid- 
die Western and Western markets in its finished state. 
When the St. Louis cotton bleachery is in operation, 
the cotton mill logically must follow. 

Then there is the new $2,000,000 smelting plant of 
the Mineral Refining and Chemical Corporation, one of 
the city’s mest recent acquisit'ors, which also is to be 
erected on the South Side This compeny will manu- 
facture a product to be known as lithopone, which is a 
nonpoisonovus paint pigment made from barytes and 
zinc ore. When in operation the plant will consume 
1000 tons of tarytes and 500 tons of zinc ore daily, and 
will obtain virtually all of these minerals from the Mis- 
souri fields. A fact not geneially known is that 64.63 
per cent «f all the barytes in the United States is mined 
in Missouri and that the buik of it comes from only 
three counties——Washington, St. Francois and Jefferson. 
This company at the «tart will employ about 900 men, 
who with their families will make not an inconsiderable 
addition to the city’s population and assist materially 
in helping St. Lonis to retain fourth place. 

Scores of smaller factories and business houses have 
been acquire’ by St. Louis in the last six or seven 
years and with those which have been cited furnish 
proof that the city is not going back in an industrial 
way.

whether or not this city is passing its rivals, or at the

The Government census of manufactures for the years 
from 1909 to 1914, issued by the Bureau of Census of 


the Department of Commerce, shows on its face that St. 
Louis was not as successful in attracting new industries

and ita three principal rivals. It will be seen that 
St. Louis had the smallest increase in the years from 
1909 to 1914, the figures being the latest which have 
been compiled by the Government Census Bureau. 


in the five years as some of her rivals, the principal 
ones being Cleveland, Boston and Detroit. The statis- 
tics represent only those establishments situa‘ed within 
the corporate, limits of the various cities. Here are the 
figures for St. Louis, it having been estimated that the 
city’s population increased from 687,029 in 1910 to 734,-

While the Government figures show conditions only 
up to the close of 1914 they only recently have been is- 
sued. They also are preliminary and sub‘ect to such 
change and correction as may be found necessary from 
a further examination of the original reports, but these 
changes will not be of sufficient magnitude to alter the 
aspect of the general situation. 

The census of 1914, like that of 1909, with reference 
to manufactures, excluded the hand trades, the building 
trades and the neighborhood industries, and took ac- 
count only of establishments conducted under the fac- 
tory system. In the last census, also, as in that for 
1909, statistics were not collected for establishments 
having products for the census year valued at less than 
$500, except that reports were taken for establishments 
idle during a portion of the census year, or which began 
operation during that year, and whose products for 
such reason were valued at less than $500. 

The word “establishment” as used in the census re- 
ports may mean more than one mill or plant, provided 
they are owned or controlled and operated by a single 
individual, partnership, corporation or other owner or 
operator, and are located in the same town or city.

The population of Cleveland at the census 
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of 1910 was 560,663 and the estimated population on 
July 1, 1914, was 639,000, or nearly that of St. Louis 
in 1910.

[t will be seen that at the outset Cleveland acquired 
considerably more establishments than St. Louis in 
the five years, but this would not necessarily be alarm- 
ing if it were not for some of the other comparisons. 
The next item, for instance, ‘the persons engaged in 
manufactures, shows a decrease for St. Louis of 0.6 per 
cent, while in Cleveland there was an increase of 24.6 
per cent. Take also the average number of wage 
earners—and this is probably the most important of 
all, in reckoning the possibilities of what the next 
census of population will show. Here another decrease 
is recorded against St. Louis, while Cleveland shows 
a healthy increase of 22.2 per cent. Cleveland also can 
point with pride to the Government statistics on capital, 
Salaries, wages and value of products. 

In the report for Boston, however, the situation is 
shown to be more nearly equal, but even here there are 
facts which should cause an uneasiness. The papula- 
tion of Boston, the fifth city, was 670,585 in 1910 and 
734,000, or perilously near that of St. Louis, was esti- 
mated foi it in 1914:
